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GEN. GROSYENOR ADDS 
T0 THIRD TERM TALK 


His Interview at Mouth of.a Mine 
Garbled, He Says. 


He Stands by His Effort to “ Protect” 
George Washington—Senator Depew 
Must Bear Burden Alone.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Representative 
C. H. Grosvenor of Ohio, upon whom has 
been placed the responsibility for provok- 
Ing the declaration by President McKinley 
that he will not be a.candidate for a third 
term, has written a characteristic letter to 
The Washington Post to explain how he 
came to be loaded with a share of the ridi- 
cule that should, he believes, all belong to 
Senator Depew. 

He was at a coal mine, Gen. Grosvencr 
explains, and while some members of the 
party went into the mine he staid out 
end talked to a representative of a Cin- 
cinnati newspaper, whom he describes as a 
“thoroughly capable member of his pro- 
fession. He has all the qualifications— 
vivid imagination, the art of wise selection, 
and the further art of careful elimination 
that 89 to make a newspaper man effi- 
cient.” 

This was the man who reported that Gen. 
Grosvenor said: ‘‘ There has been no time 
in our history when conditions would so 
justify the election of a President to a 
third term as in the case of McKinley.” 

He it was also who made Gen. Grosvenor 
assert that it was fear of defeat that led 
Washington to refuse to run for a third 
term. These assertions, the General says, 
he learns were published in fifteen lan- 
guages. Then he adds: 

** Now, I admit making in substance the 
Statement put into my mouth in this ex- 
tract. However, from one sentence of the 
interview, there is an omission, which 
ought to go in in this way: 

The facts are, as any student of the times 
may discover, that we cannot now partition the 
causes for the action of Washington, and assign 
that portion of it which was fear of defeat, and 
that portion which was based upon principle. 

= This omission was not important,’’ says 
Gen. Grosvenor, “ for I was not seeking to 
qualify or depreciate George Washington, 
but right at the end of that I used the fol- 
lowing language, which the young man did 
not consider of the slightest importance, 
and innocently omitted from his ‘* post 
facto’ publication: 

The child is not born who will ever live to see 
@ candidate for the Presidency nominated for 
the third term. Mr. McKinley, in my opinion, 
would refuse to consider the subject. He would 
not tarnish the glory of his two terms by a 
etruggle for a third term. 

“Now, if these words had made their 
appearance along with the other part of 
what I said, the ‘ rebuke,’ which the press 
announced from Washington, would not 
have been so ‘severe’ upon myself, and 
the whole terrible blow would have fallen 
upon Senator Chauncey M. Depew. I am 
delighted, however, that I have the op- 
portunity to divide the force of that blow 
with the distinguished Senator from New 
York, and I regret that the truth of his- 
tory now_compels me to stand from under 
end jet him bear the whole terrible re- 
sponsibility. 

“I have been accused in the comments 
that have been based upon this fiction 
with having sought to depreciate Gen. 
Washington's greatness. If that was my 
Purpose it was a pretty bold effort, and, 
moreover, this is a very ‘serious criticism 
of myself. I did say in that conversa- 
tion with the young man referred to, and 
I repeat it now to the old gentlemen and 
to the critics of the country, Gen. Wash- 
ington never did announce hostility to a 
third term for President of the United 
States. He never did adopt the idea of 
opposition, and, instead of my declaration 
being injurious to or a criticism of Gen. 
Washington, it had the effect to protect 
him from the oft-repeated but false state- 
ment that Gen. Washington undertook to 
write a posthumous constitution for the 
people of the United States, and by his 
own declaration, unaided by anybody else, 
and undiscussed and unapproved of by any- 
body else, to force it upon future genera- 
tions of the American people. Gen. Wash- 
ington never hinted at the impropriety or 
a third term, and it cannot be found in 
any of his writings or declaration that I 
have ever seen.” 


PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Senator Elkins Says No Senator Has a 
Chance—Believes Republicans Will 


Gain in the South. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Senator Elkins 
Sweeps away with a free hand the preten- 
sions of: all Senators to be candidates for 
the office of President. In what is referred 
to as a “‘ casual conversation,’’ and not an 
interview, he suggested that when a man 
gets into the Senate he might as well shake 
hands and say good-bye to his Presidential 
aspirations. There was apparently a dis- 
position on the part of the people of the 
country to say to a Senator: ‘‘ Now you 
ere as high as you ought to go. Stay there 
if you can.”’ 

“There was a time,’’ said the Senator, 
- When the Vice Presidency was almost a 
certain road to the Presidential chair. That 
custom has passed away,and the present 
indications do not point to an early re- 
vival of promotion along that,line. There 
was aiso a time when the Amefican mission 
to Great Britain was regarded as a desira- 
ble training station for a Presidential can- 
didate, but that factor has also become ob- 
solete. Garfield was elected to the Presi- 
dency before he took his seat in the Senate 
and Harrison did not reach the Presidency 
until after he had been defeated for re- 
election to the Senate. 

Po remember very well,’’ continued the 
Senator, “ taiking with Harrison after his 
defeat for the Senate. He was expressing 
considerable disappointment wt the resuit, 
and was complaining that his efforts in be- 
half of the people were not appreciated. I 
slapped him on the shoulder familiarly and 
told him that he should not take such a 
Bloomy view of the situation, and added 
that the first thing he knew the people of 
the country would make him President of 
the United States. This may have been an 
offhand guess or an inspiration, but it was 
afterward verified.” 

The Senator looks for a realignment of 
pesnee in the Presidential campaign upon 

usiness issues. Business interests in the 
South were taking the place of sentiment 
and the Republicans might reasonably look 
for gains in Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, 
Louisiana, North Carolina, parts of South 
Carolina, and Florida, where the business 
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men are all with the Republicans. The race 

question, he said, would prevent a breaking 

up of the South, and in many of the States 

that subject was being dealt with in such 

a manner that before a great while it might 

r entirely eli'minated from Southern poli- 
cs. 

The Senator went on to say that the 
thrifty, enterprising business. people of the 
South had had their eyes épened to the 
fact that they were in possession of re- 
markable resources, for the development of 
manufactures, and they were bending their 
efforts to take advantagé of existing condi- 
tions and giving less time and attentjon to 
sentimental politics. In this connection, he 
declared with all seriousness, that the 
South, by reason of its natural resources, 
its cheap labor, and excellent transporta- 
tion facilities, was rapidly becoming the 
manufacturing centre of the United States. 
Great factories must spring up all over the 
South, while similar institutions in the 
North were shutting down entirely or run- 
ning on half time, because of their inability 
to compete with natural facilities offered 
in the same businesses in the South. 

It was because of this falling off in the 
manufacturing establishments in the North 
that discontent and dissatisfaction were de- 
veloping against the Republican Party in 
that pag ot the country. 


Allison Not a Presidential Candidate. 


WABHINGTON, June _ 17.—Senator Alli- 
son of Iowa was at the White House to- 
day Speaking of Gov. Shaw’s telegram 
urging him to enter the Presidential race, 
Senator Allison said he had already an- 
nounced that he would not be a candidate. 
““T have not changed my mind,” said he. 
“TIT am not in it.””. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the Senator has written a letter 
upon the subject to Gov. Shaw. 


‘ISSUES OF NEXT CAMPAIGN. 


Senator Jones Says the Main Question 
Will Be the Government of 
the Philippines, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, said to-night that in 
his opinion Mr. Bryan would not be nomi- 
nated again for President. He gave no rea- 
sons for this opinion, and said nothing 
to indicate whether he thought that Mr. 
Bryan would refuse to be a candidate or 
could not secure a nomination. 

Senator Jones further said that the issue 
for the next Presidential election would be 
shaped at the coming session of Congress, 
and intimated that it would relate to the 
Government of the Philippines. He said 
that prior to the decision of the Supreme 
Court the question had been, ‘* Does the 
Constitution follow the flag?’’ Now that 
that decision has been rendered, the ques- 
tion is, ‘*‘ Ought 8S ae to follow 
the flag?’’ This question would come into 
shape through the legislation to be enacted 
with reference to the Philippines at the 
coming session. If the majority took the 
ground that the Constitution ought not to 
follow the flag, and elaborated that opinion 
in legislation, he thought the Representa- 
tives would be booked at the polls. 

Personally he is in favor of giving the 
Filipinos an independent Government, and 
of giving it to them as soon as possible. 
The character of the Government to be 
given to the Filipinos would be the coming 
issue. As to the Ship Subsidy bill, Mr. 
Jones said that it would come up again, 


that he thought it would be treated as res 
adjudicata. 


OIL FINDS IN MONTANA. 


Prospectors Say Country Abounds in 
Petroleum Springs. 
Special to The New York Times. 

HELENA, Mont., June 17.—Oil discovertes* 
are reported from two widely separated 
sections of Montana, the extreme North- 
western and Eastern. It is stated at Kalis- 
pel that if the Kintla Lake oil district has 
been properly estimated by a party of oil 
prospectors, who have just returned from 
a six weeks’ stay in that country, then 
there will be one of the biggest oil booms 
around there soon, that the country has 
ever known. The party consisted of six 
persons, under the leadership of James 
Fuller and P. W. Francis of San Francisco. 
They have thoroughly’ prospected the 
‘country, and are enthusiastic concerning 
their discoveries. 

They have filed on a large number of 
claims, and will report to San Francisco 
capitalists at once. Mr. Fuller brought 
with him to Kalispel some interesting speci- 
mens. One of these is a gallon can filled 
with crude petroleum dipped with a cup 
from one of the numerous Oil springs in 
which the country abounds. Mr. Fuller 
says that the oil is of such quality as 
usually sells at from $4 to 36 a barrel. 

The country is rae filing up with 
prospectors. B. J. Holloway of Dawson 
County has reached Forsyth with a bottle 
of what appears to be a very superior 
quality of crude petroleum, which he claims 
to have found in certain Dawson County 
Springs, somewhere nort@ of here. The 
springs flow slowly, the output of oil being 
about twenty barrels in twenty-four hours, 
They were discovered about fourteen years 
ago, but little attention was paid to the 
matter until last year, when the discovery 
was again taken under consideration. There 
are “also large quantities of coal in the 
vicinity. 


THE BETHLEHEM STEEL DEAL. 


Vickers-Maxim Syndicate, It Is Said, 
Will Acquire Mr. Schwab’s Interest.

PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—The latest 
story in connection with the disposition of 
the Bethlehem Steel Company is that Vick- 
ers’ Sons & Maxim will get the big plant, 
after all. While it is acknowledged that 
Charles M. Schwab secured control re- 
cently by buying 160,000 of the 300,000 
shares of Bethlehem stock, it is now said 
that he has resold this interest to the 
Vickers people, who want it for their great 
shipbuilding and steel-making combination. 

This, it is believed, will be the next de- 
velopment when President Linderman is- 
sues a statement to stockholders, giving the 
terms of the sale to Mr. Schwab, and clear- 
ing up some of the mystery which has sur- 
rounded the negotiations. The stockhold- 
ers of the Bethlehem Iron Company will 
then be called together on Aug. 15 to vote 
on a proposition to sell their company to 
the ethlehem Steel Company, whose 
stockholders, the next day, will vote on 4n 
authorized issue of $7,500,000 in bonds for 
the purchase of the iron concern. 

It is admitted that while offended at 
what they considered a breach of business 
etiquette, the New York representatives of 
Vickers’ Sons & Maxim opened negotia- 
tions with Mr. Schwab immediately after 
he had bought the controlling interest in 
Bethlehem, which they believed they had 
obtained. , 


H. A. TAYLOR ARRAIGNED. 


New Yorker Goes to Grand Rapids to 
Answer to Indictment.

GRAND RA? IDS, Mich., June 17.— 
Thomas F. McGarry and Henry A. Taylor 
of New York, attorney and client, arrived 
together in this city at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon, and half an hour later had the 
warrants served on them in the Superior 
Court, and were arraigned on the Grand 


Jury indictments charging them. with 
bribery and conspiracy in an attempt to 
secure a water contract from the City of 
Grand Rapids by alleged unlawful means. 

State Representative George E. Nichols 
of Ionia appeared as attorney for both re- 
spondents. The reading of the indictments 
was waived and they stood mute, pleas of 
not guilty being entered by the court in 
each case. The bail bond in each case was 
fixed at $5,000, and the cases put over. to 
June 24. Congressman” William_ Alden 
Smith and Capt. Charles W. Watkins 
signed McGarry’s bond and Henry Spring, 
Foreman of the Grand Jury; W. S. Gunn, 
W. A. Gunn, and Philip J. Klingman at- 
tached their signatures to Taylor’s bond. 
Judge Newnham announced that it would 
not be necessary for Taylor to appear on 
June 24, as the time for trial only would 
be decided on that date.

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BIG MAN HUNT IN TEXAS 


State Rangers and Sheriff’s Posses 
After Mexican Murderers. 


Southwestern Part of State Aflame and 
Mexicans Flock to Towns for 
Protection.

AUSTIN, June 17.—The killing of Sheriff 
Robert M. Glover of Gonzales County, 
Sheriff W. T. Morris of Karnes County, 
and “Tony” Schnabel, a_ well-known 
ranchman, by Mexicans, during the last 
few days, has aroused the authorities of 
every county in Southwest Texas, and 
large posses of determined men, headed by 
the Sheriffs of Travis, Hays, Bee, Bexar, 
Falls, Bastrop, Kerr, Kendall, Star, Atas- 
cosa, Webb, and several other counties are 
hunting for the guilty men. Mayor Em- 
mett White of Austin is in the field with a 
large body of men. Gov. Sayers to-day di- 
rected a detachment of the State Rangers 
to join in the pursuit, and altogether there 
are probably 500 men searching for the 
Mexican fugitives. 

This big man hunt has excited the Mex- 
ican population of Southwest Texas, and 
hundreds are leaving their homes on the 
farms and ranches and flocking into the 
towns for protection. As fast as they ar- 
rive they are disarmed by the police and 
placed under guard. Every Mexican home 
in town and country is being searched for 
some clue that will lead to the capture of 
the men who committed the recent mur- 
ders. The leader of this band is known to 
be Gregario Cortez, and it is said that he 
has with him a dozen or more Mexicans 


who will fight to the last should there be 
an effort made to capture them. 

Cortez’s home is’ a short distance south 
of Austin, and that locality is being 
watched by Mayor White and his posse. 
They believe that Cortez will make his 
way to his home, and his presence there 
is expected any time. Gov. Sayers has 
taken every precaution to protect the Mex- 


icans from mob violence when they are 
captured.

If this report were true, the men who 
know the President best and who know 
Commissioner Evans at all say that the 


Commissioner would know something about 


it. But Commissioner Evans said to-night: 
‘*IT know nothing about it. I was at the 
White Hottse on Saturday and saw the 
President, but the subject was not men- 
tioned.”’ 

The persistency and audacity of the Kan- 
sas people were both displayed last year, 
when they organized a committee of mem- 
bers of Congress antagonistic to Commis- 
sioner Evans and proposed to demand his 
removal. ‘They sent a messenger to Mr. 
Evans to tell him so, and the messenger. 
being a friend of Mr. Evans and the Presi- 
dent, advised Mr. Evans to go first to the 
President and tell him that if his retention 
of office was embarrassing to accept his 
resignation, as he, Evans, could mot afford 
to remain a moment longer that his serv- 
jees were considered advantageous to the 
Government. 

It is understood that the President told 
the Commissioner then to go beck to his of- 
fice, to disregard the assaultS upon him, 
and to believe that none of these reports 
were true until ne heard them from the 
President, 

If Commissioner Evans is to go out now, 
without the courtesy of a notification such 
as he asked for, his friends will hardly ter- 
give him for accepting what he must con- 
sider as a gross humiliation, and they do 
not believe that the President will inflict 
that humiliation on him upon the demand 
of these hungry Kansas office seekers. The 
President's friends say that it is incredible 
to assume that he can be a party to so un- 
worthy a course, and, relying upon his sup- 
port of the faithful and efficient services of 
Commissioner Evans and his sense of jus- 
tice, they refuse to consider the oft-repeated 
reports of Evans’s‘intended removal, even 
with the offer of another place as a salve 
to wounded pride, and declare that the lat- 
est reports are as injurious to the President 
as they are cruel and unjust to the Com- 
missioner. 

The reason assigned for the desperate ef- 
forts to get Mr. Evans out is that he is dis- 
liked by the pensioners.* The explanation 
that some of the soldiers here make is 
that he is too wutchful of the claim 
agents, who wish to increase their incomes 
by securing a swifter and less scrupulous 
Commissioner of Pensions. It is hunger 
for fees, not for reform, that inspires these 
desperate attacks upon the President and 
the Commissioner. 


WHAT “BILL” ANTHONY SAID. 


Orderly Did Not Use the Words, “1 
Have the Honor to Report” When 


the Maine Was Blown Up.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Capt. Sigsbee 
was incorrectly represented ina Washington 
dispatch to-day as having exploded the 
‘“ Bill” Anthony story in a lecture before 
the Union Veteran Legion, and as having 
said that Anthony never made his famous 
report that ‘‘ The vess@l has been blown up 
and is sinking.’’ In denying this story to- 
day Capt. Sigsbee threw some new light on 
the Anthony incident. 

‘“*I did not discredit the Anthony story,” 
said Capt. Sigsbee. ‘‘On the contrary, I 
told it over again and paid a tribute to the 
gallantry which Anthony displayed. It was 
a brave action, and all the more admirable 
because there was nothing dramatic about 
it, no self-consciousness, nothing but the 
plain, matter-of-fact performance of what 
Anthony considered to be the simple dis- 
charge of an ordinary duty. 

‘“‘He did not use the often-quoted ex- 
pression, ‘Sir, I have the honor to report.’ 
That would have been dramatic. One can 


imagine a Frenchman or a man of another 
nationality more excitable and more senti- 
mental than ours, making the report in that 
way. But Anthony’s way of doing it was 
typically American—cool, matter of fact, 
businesslike, and as if it were a matter of 
routine. / 

‘‘He might have been excused if he had 
jumped overboard instead of coming to re- 
ort to me. To pet to me he had to grope 

is way through a long passageway as 
black as night, not knowing when he raised 
his foot where it would come down. When 
he entered my cabin I was six feet away 
from him, but he had to grope his way 
about and find me. He did not, therefore,

‘Mrs. Anthony afterward asked me if her 
husband had said what he was quoted as 
saying. I replied, ‘He did not say that he 
had the honor to report, and you have the 
better reason to be proud of him for it,” and 
I told her why. as I have just told you.” 


UMBRELLA LAW IN INDIANA. 


Borrower Fined $1, Disfranchised for 
Five Years, and Must Serve One 

to Three Years in Prison.

BLO@MINGTON, Ind., June 17.—Obe 
Frye, a well-known young man of this 
place borrowed Dr. Rogers's umbrella on 
Friday night during a severe thunderstorm 
without asking permission. He was ar- 
raigned in court this morning and admitted 
the ‘‘ borrowing.” Judge Martin assessed 
his punishment at from one to three years 
in the Southern Reformatory, fined him 


$1, and disfranchised him for five years. 

This is the first time in the history of 
Indiana courts that a person has been le- 
gally punished for borrowing an umbrella. 
The sentence is considered by many to be 
excessive, and an effort will be made to 
have Frye pardoned. 


BIG DEAL IN COAL MINES. 


Fairmont Coal Company, a New Corpo- 
ration, Acquires 36 Plants in the 
West Virginia District.

FAIRMONT, West Va., June 17.—The 
Watson coal interests, associated with a 
few capitalists from New York whose 
names are not yet given out, to-day con- 
summated a new organization which will 
be known as the Fairmont Coal Company, 
with a capital of $12,000,000. Four million 
dollars in bonds were issued, and have 
practically all been placed. 

The mines absorbed in this deal are as

In addition to the above, the company 
now owns 1,450 miners’ houses, 5,800 indi- 
vidual cars, 5,000 acres of surface land, 
and owns and controls 60,000 acres of the 
best coal in the district. The annual out- 
put will exceed 6,000,000 net tons, and the 
company will have a monthly pay roll of 
$250,000. As yet the officers have not been 
elected, but J. C. Watson, J. E. Watson, 
Ss. L. Watson. C. W. Watson, and & B. 
Fleming are directly interested, and will 
own the controlling interest in the new 
concern. Possession will be given July 1. 


SCURVY AND SCORPIONS. 


Tale of Suffering on Stricken Bark 
Comes from Ship That Hailed 
Her in Midocean.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 17.~—With 
her decks swarming with scorpions, the 
Captain and ‘crew sick with scurvy, the 
chief officer dead, and the second officer 
too ill to take any part in the navigation 
of the vessel the German bark Planet was 
fallen in with by the Transatlantic Line 
steamship Crown Point, Capt. Wall, from 
this city ‘9 London, on May 14, in latitude 
49.36, longit»de 13.30. Second Officer 
Bryant of the Crown Point was put in 
charge of the stricken bark, and worked 


her into Queenstown Harbor on May 28. 
Capt. Buskenneth of the Planet was 
stricken on May 12 with scurvy. He was 
unconscious when the Crown Point fell in 
with the bark. He never regained con- 
sciousness, and died before the bark 
reached Queenstown. The second officer 


died on May 24.

Colorado Mining Millionaire Applies 
for Membership in One.

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PORTO RICO READY TO 
PROCLAIM FREE TRADE 


Call for a Special Session of the 
Legislature on July 4. 


Federal Party Elects a New Leader and 
Assures This Government of Its 
Hearty Co-cperation. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Secretary of 
State Hay to-day received the following 
cable message from Gov. Allen of Porto 
Rico, at San Juan: 

‘By unanimous vote to-day the heads 
of departments fixed the date for the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature for July 4. 
The date of the proclamation will be an- 
nounced at the session.” 

The proclamation referred to is that 
which will declare free trade to exist be- 
tween the United States and Porto Rico 
after a designated date, in conformity with 
the terms of the Foraker act, which allowed 
two years to test the ability of the island 
to sustain itself through internal taxation. 
Gov. Allen’s reports have indicated that 
under the Hollander act Porto Rico is now 
ready to assume free trade. 

Dr. José C. Barbosa and Dr. José Gomez 
Brioso, members of the Executive Council 
of Porto Rico, who are in this city, have 
received cable messages from Porto Rico 
calling them back to attend a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, called for July 4. 
They say that Treasurer Hollander has 
made a report showing that the receipts 
of the island will be sufficient to carry on 
the administration of the Government after 
the new Hollander law goes into effect, on 
July 1, and this being the case, the Legis- 
lature can request the United States Gov- 
ernment to suspend the further operation 
of the Foraker law. 


FEDERAL PARTY IN LINE. 


Harmonious Relations with This Gov- 
ernment to Follow Election of 


New Leader. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 17.—At @ 
mass meeting of the Federal Party, held on 
Sunday, Francisco Acuna was elected party 
leader to succeed Munoz Rivera. 

As a first step toward establishing har- 
monious relations between the Federal 
Party and the American authorities, a 
committee composed of Sefiores Acuna, 
Santiago Palma, and Diaz Navarro paid 
their respects to Gov.

Charles A. Moore, Jr., of Brooklyn Will 
Head a Party of Yale Students on 


a Northern Voyage.

GREENWICH, Conn., June 17.—Charles 
Arthur Moore, Jr., of Brooklyn, whose 
father is President of the American Pro- 
tective Tariff League and was with the 
Presidential party on the trip to the Pa- 
cific Coast, is preparing to make his third 
trip to the extreme Northern regions, this 
time heading a party of nine Yale students, 
whose object, aside from‘that of pleasure, 
is to secure specimens of rare birds. 

Young Mr. Moore made his first trip 
North in the steamer Hope, in company 
with Explorer Peary in 1897, when Greely’s 
old camp was visited. Last Summer he 
visited Peary’s old Captain, Bartlett, at 
Newfoundland, and hunted caribou with 
him. It was while there that the plans for 
the present outing were formed. This year’s 
party will consist of Mr. Moore, Robert 
Rutherford McCormick, son of the newly 
appointed Ambassador, to Austria; Samuel 
Dwight Ward of Albany, George A. Goss 
of Worcester, Stewart Hotchkiss, son of the 
President of the Hotchkiss Rubber Com- 
pany of New Haven; William H. Peckham 
of New York, Harry Cox of Newark, Lin- 
don Bates, whose parents reside in Au- 
stralia, all of Yale, and Harry Whitney, 
son of Stephen Whitney of New Haven. 

Mr. Moore, who is residing at his father’s 
Summer home. Old Orchard, at Bellehaven, 
will start north about July 6, and the party 
will assemble at sydney, Cape Breton Isl- 
and, July 20. They will board the steamer

The 
cars then went to two other plants of the 
National Tube Works; thence to the coke 
regions. ll day Saturday was spent in 
and about the coke regiofis, and Greensburg 
was reached, where the cars were to be 
transferred to.the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and they lay ready to be taken up by the 
fast Eastern mail train.

Hoarded for a Doll’s Carriage, Dying 
She Gave to Hope Chapel.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 17.—An in- 
teresting incident of the children’s day 
exercises in the Plainfield churches to-day 
was fhe presentation by the pastor of 
Hope Chapel, the Rev. G. K. Newell, of the 
Lillie Cowling legacy to the church, in the 
original coins in which the seven-year-old 
crippled girl had left her savings of years.

ly it to the mortgage on the church. Fol- 
owing the little girl's example the People 
raised the debt and paid it off last Easter. 
The teachers of the Sunday school made 
up the $1.15, and the coins were placed in 
a frame, the four quarters, the dime with 
a hole in it, the three-cent piece, and the 
two pennies, and hung up in the Sunday 
school room. 
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REY. MR. KELLER. FACES 
MAN WHO SHOT HIM 


Trial of T. G. Barker, the Rector’s 
Assailant, Begun in Jersey City. 


Jury Selected in Just Fifty-eight Mine 
utes—Mrs. Barker’s Name Men- 
tioned But Once. 


The trial of Thomas G. Barker of Arling« 
ton, N. J., charged with shooting from am< 
bush and with intent to kill the Rev. John 
W. Keller, rector of Trinity Mission Church 
of that town, on the morning of Sunday, 
Feb. 3, of this year, was begun yesterday 
before Judge John A. Blair in the Hudson 
County Court of General Sessions in Jersey, 
City. 

The shooting took place at 8 o’clock in 
the morning on Beach Street, in ‘Arlington, 
at a point near the intersection of that 
thoroughfare with Midland Avenue. The 
clergyman, who lives on Beach Street, not 
far from the scene of the shooting, was on 
his way from his home to the railroad sta~« 


tion to take a train for Fort Lee to attend 
a communion service, 


He was intercepted by Barker, a fellow- 
townsman and for many years employed 
by the Commercial Cable Company. The 
two men had known each other for years, 
and Barker's wife had been a prominent 
worker in the church of which the clergy= 
man was rector. There were no eyewit- 
nesses to this meeting between the two 
men, so far as is yet known. Various 
persons living in the neighborhood were 
startied by the sound of pistol shots, and 
a few of these witnesses saw the last of the 
shots fired by Barker as he stocd over the 
prostrate body of Keller. 

After the shooting Barker gave himself 
up to the police,admitting that he had shot 
the clergyman and glorying in the deed. 
Mr. Keller was taken to his home suffering 
from injuries that resulted in the loss of 
one eye and the partial loss of the sight of 


the other, and which made of him a phys- 
ical wreck. 

Barker’s explanation for committing the 
assault made of the case one of the most 
curious and sensational in the criminal his- 
tory of New Jersey. He said that in shoot- 
ing down the clergyman he had acted the 
part of a husband who had taken into his 
own hands the averging of a wrong com- 
mitted upon his wit* He explained to the 
police that his wife who had been in Yail- 
ing health for more than a year, had finally 
imparted to him a secret that she had kept 
from him for many months. She told him 
that eighteen months before, Keller durin 
@ pastoral call’ at her home had ‘suonuitedl 
her, and that since then she had kept the 
secret until it had wrecked her physically 
and was threatening her mind. Then she 
had told her husband of it, and he had gone 
forth to kill the man. After Barker’s are 
rest his wife added to the interest of the 
case by corrobrating her husband’s story. — 
The wounded man, on the other hand, as he 
lay in the shadow of death, denied the ace 
cusations in these words: 

“As God is my judge, and now, with my 
dying breath, I say the charge is false.” 

The little town of Arlington was shaken 
from centre to circumference by the affair, 
and publie interest throughout the country 
was directed toward the tragedy. At this 
point in the developments the principals in 
the case apparently with one accord be- 
came silent, and now, nearly six months 
after the occurrence, the case retains an 
interest almost as profound as when the 
shooting happened. Barker has been out on 
bail awaiting trial, and Keller has but re- 
cently arisen from his bed. The town of 
Arlington has been divided in its discussion 
of the case, both Barker and Keller having 
their stanch partisans. The clergyman has 
lived in the town for years, and among 
other posts of honor connected with his 
calling held the position of Chaplain to 
Bishop Starkey of the Newark Episcopal 
Diocese. Not a breath of scandal had ever 
before attached to his name. 

Barker at the time of the tragedy had 
beer for sixteen years connected with the 
Commercial Cable, Company, and he and 
his wife had lived An Arlington for three 
years. Both were church members, and for 
a time were members or the Trinity Mis- 
sion Church. 


THE ‘SEARCH FOR EVIDENCE. 
For months preparations have been mak~ 
ing for the trial that began yesterday. 
County Frosecutor John S. Erwin has had 
his detectives scouring the whole State for 
evidence upon which to base the charge 


that Barker, for reasons immaterial in the 
eyes of the law, committed a plain case of 
asault with intent to kill. On the other 
hand, Marshall Van Winkle and Albert ©. 
Wall, for the defense, have scoured the 
countryside for proof of thc. claim that 
if Barker did commit the assauit he was 
justified by the unwritten law that a hus- 
tand avenge a violation of his home. 

The trial has been looked forward t@ 
as promising to be one of the most sensa« 
tional of its kind in the State. The pro-« 
ceedings yesterday belied that promise. 
There has never been a more refreshing 
revelation of the promptness and sime- 
plicity of the proverbial ‘‘ Jersey justice.” 

Preparations had been made to accoms- 
modate a troublesome gathering, but these 
Preparations were superfluous, so far ag 
yesterday’s sessions were concerned. Out- 
side the quaint little old-fashioned Court 
House, with its shade trees and belfry, a@ 
crowd gathered early. It was there to seg 
the notables arrive. Inside the stufiy 
litle courtroom the court officers had their 
real work in caring for the great gathering 
of newspaper men who came in throngs, 
The entire press of New Jersey seemed to 
be there in a body, and there were repre« 
sentatives from journals in distant cities. 

Just before 10 o’clock a thin, wiry look- 
ing middle-aged man, with reddish browa 
hair and red mustache, and dressed in 
rather a baggy suit of gray, slipped in 
through the crowd, followed by a retinue of 
assistants, bearing loads of law books and 
satchels. This was Prosecutor Erwin, one 
of the “leading men”’ in the drama about 
to be enacted. The Prosecutor’is a typical 
Jersey man, with a drawl. 

Within a moment the lawyers for the de« 
fense got in somehow, and were ready for 
business. Marshall Van Winkle, the lead- 
ing counsel, is a young man with black 
hair, a rasping voice, and a closely one 
mustache, who has an aggressive, bulldog 
air. Among the clergy present, who, by the 
way, appeared far more interested in the 
subsequent proceedings than the laity, were 
Bishop Thomas Starkey of the Newark 
Diocese, the Very Rev. Alexander Mann, 
Archdeacon; the Rev. C. S. Abbott, rector 
of Christ Church, Belleville; the Revs, 
George 8. Bennett, rector of Grace Church, 
Jersey City; Daniel F. Warren, D. D.. rec- 
tor of St. Mary’s, Jersey City; William 
Richard, rector of All Saints’ Church, 
Orange; John G. Ewens, curate of Holy In- 
nocents’. Hoboken: August Fleidner, acting 
pastor of Trinity Mission, Arlington, during 
the convalescence of Dr. Keller. 

Then there followed into a reserved space 
forty-eight men, from among whom were 
to be selected the twelve jurymen to try 
the case. Under the “ struck jury law.” a 
peculiarly New Jersey institution, these 
Re-clent men had been chosen by the 
Presiding Justice from a list of ninety-six 
men furnished by the Sheriff. As the 
names of these men were called they were 
to take their seats in the jury box without 
question, except for five perempto chal- 
lenges each allowed to the prosecution and 
defense. 

A more promising body of men for jury 
duty than these forty-eight citizens would 
be hard to find. They were nearly all men 
of middle age or past, and every one had 
unmistakable evidence of intelligence and 
“ solidity.”

protest challenged the struck jury panel on 
the ground that it was unconstitutional. His 


challenge was overruled, and then he 
moved to quash ‘the whole jury panel 
drawn for the case. Again he was over- 
ruled, and the clerk began to call the 
names of the jurymen. As each man was 
@alled he took his seat in the jury box. 
The lawyers on either side scrutinized him 
silently for a moment. Not a question 
was asked about business occupation, S0- 
eial standing, beliefs, or prejudices. Not 
a word was spoken. After this interval 


of silence one or the other of the lawyers 
would challenge peremptorily, and the man 


would leave his seat with a sigh of re- 
lief, or the clerk would be instructed to 
eall another name, and this brief silent 


scrutiny would occur again. ; 

The reasons for the challenges remained 
secrets with the challengers. There were 
several such until the jury box was at 
Jast full. Then the lawyers looked over 
the box, and, their challenges not being 
exhausted, went over the final culling 
process. One or two more men were told 
to step down, and the clerk immediately 
ealled another name. The process was SO 
swift as to be almost bewildering to the 
visiting observer. : 

“They manage things differently in Jer- 
sey,” remarked a New York spectator. 
This jury was finally chosen as acceptable 
to both sides: 
John O. Gopsill, 
John E. Muller, 
Edmund H. Davey, 
Henry J. Gordon, 
Samuel J. Limerick, Nathan Ballard, 
William G. Nelson, Charles Marsh. 

Ten of these are residents of Jersey City, 
one resides in Bayonne, and another in 
Weehawken. They are all solid business 
men and property owners. They will aver- 
age about forty-five years in age, and every 
one is married. More than this was not 
made public in court. They had been 
chosen and sworn in in just fifty-eight 
minutes by the clock. = 

Again the gavel and Prosecutor Erwin 
launched into his opening. He spoke rapid- 
ly, with no attempt at eloquence, and 
sketched the history of the case in a few

words. He told nothing that is not already 
common property. He began his history 
with the Sunday morning when the shoot-

He fell and knew nothing more until he re- 
covered consciousness later at his home. 
The Prosecutor said that While Keller was 
on the sidewalk he was shot three times. 
The State would show that Barker inter- 
cepted Keller there and shot him from be- 
hind, and from a hedge where he lay in 
ambush. He shot to kill, and afterward 
admitted as much to the police, to whom he 
surrendered himself. 

The Prosecutor then described the nature 
of the wounds inflicted, and closed by de- 
nouncing the crime. His. opening was a 
distinet disappointment to a majority of the 
spectators. They expected some _ revela- 
tions. Barker heard the story detailed with 


an air of absolute unconcern. He even 
turned and spoke smilingly to -his wife 
several times during the recital. She ans- 
wered with a smile, but trembled. Keller 


gat with bowed head, and his eyelids be- 
hind the blue glasses were closed. 
THB FIRST WITNESS CALLED. 

Before Prosecutor Erwin sat down after 
making his opening address he called the 
first witness, Lewis H. Vroom, an archi- 
tect, who testified to making a map of 
the scene of the shooting, and he identified 
this instrument which was spread before 
the jury on an easel. Lawyer Van Winkle 
in his cross-examination of this witness 
showed that he intended to admit not even 
the shooting as having been done by his 
client, but would force the State to prove 
everything. He grew melodramatic at one 
point in his cross-examination. Referring 
to a cross mark made in red ink on the 
map as showing the spot where Keller fell, 
the lawyer glared at the witness. 

“Why did you make that mark in red?” 
he thundered. The witness said he really 
did not know. 

** And why a cross? said the lawyer. 

The witness replied confusedly that that 
Was the usual way to mark important spots 
on a map, and was allowed to retire. 

William H. Harrison, a photographer, was 
ealled and identified two pictures he had 
made for the prosecution. One was a pho- 
tograph of the scene of the shooting and 
another was that of the Rev. Mr. Keller 
as he lay--in bed shortly after being shot. 
a Van Winkle went at this witness 
iercely 

‘** Did you say photography was your vo- 
cation or avocation?’’ he asked. 

The witness looked guilty and finally re- 
plied desperately that he did not know. 

Lawyer Van Winkle strenuously objected 
to the pictures being put in evidence, and 
said that the one of the injured man was 
taken expressely to work on the feelings 
of the jury. After some haggling the pict- 
ures were admitted, but the jury did not 


sce them. The Prosecutor incidentally ac- 
cused the defendant's lawyer of making 
**Stump. speeches for the gallery.’”’ The 


Judge demanded that the business proceed, 
intimating that time was being lost. 


Then eame a long list of witnesses tell- 
ing over and over again the story of that 
Sunday morning. Hugh R. Roome, who re- 
sides at Beach Street and Midland Avenue, 
Arlington, and behind whose hedge it is 
claimed that Barker lay in wait to shoot 
Keller, told that he had heard four shots 
fired just outside his hedge, and going 


out found the clerkyman lying on the side- 
walk With the assistance of two other 
persons who had come up he carried the 
minister to his home. 

The cross-examination of this witness 
brought out a good deal about the hedge 
fences in general. but added little to ke 
story. The witness finally became angry 
and asserted that Lawyer Van Winkle 
knew nothing about hedge fences. 

Mary Roome, a Caughter of the previous 
witness, was the first woman witness to be 
called. She said she had heard three shots 
fired, and, looking out of the window, saw 
Barker standing over Keller, who was lying 
on the sidewalk. and saw him fire another 
shot at him. She was asked to identify 


Barker as the man she had seen, and 
promptly did so. Barker smiled indulgently 
at her. 

A recess was taken here. After the re- 


cess Mrs. Louis G. Van Winkle, who lives 
near the Roome home, said she heard the 
four revolver shots and saw Barker running 
away from Keller, who lay on the sidewalk,

Mrs. Jennie F. Buckley, who lives diagon- 
ally across the street from the scene of the 
shooting, said she heard the shots, and, 
looking out, saw Barker fire at the pros- 
trate man.

The latter chased 
Barker; and she went to the clergyman and 
helped to lift_him up. 

rederick G. Buckley, the husband, said 
he had chased Barker to Kearney Avenue, 
several blocks away from the scene of the 
shooting, and, losing sight of him, pot on 
a car to go to the police station to give the 
alarm. K short distance away Barker got 
on the same car. He told Buckley that he 
had just shot Keller. ‘‘ And I hope I have

TRAIN FALLS INTO A POND. 


Several Passengers Badly Hurt in Ac- 
cident in North Carolina—Heroic 
Act of Baggagemaster. 
HAMLET, N. C., June 17.—Last night 
about 10 o'clock the north-bound Seaboard 
Air Line Atlanta special turned broadside 
off a trestle into a pond, about a mile 
north of Rockingham. There were on board 
about twenty-five or thirty passengers, all 
of whom were more or less injured, several 
seriously, and two, a white man and a 

negro, probably fatally. 











The engine and two mail cars passed 
over in safety, but the combination bag- 
gage and smoker, a first-class car, and 


two Pullmans turned over. On account of 
the rains the piers of the trestle gave way 
on the left side, At the first crash all lights 
went out and water rushed in waist deep 
through the windows. 

Baggagemaster Smith, though seriously 
hurt, at once thought of the freight train 
follcwing close behind. He crawled out, 


and, seizing a lantern, hobbled down the 
track and flagged the freight, thereby 
preventing a second catastrophe. When 
the freight train stopped he was lying on 


the ground unable to rise, but still waving 
his lantern. He had to be carried back on 
a stretcher. ¥

drowned passengers to escape through the 
transom over a door, 

A relief train was sent from Hamlet with 
doctors, and another from Rockingham.

TROUBLE FOR GRAFF & CO. 


Certain Clients Will Try to Have the 
Defunct Firm’s Members Indicted 


in Two Counties. 

Certain clients of the insolvent brokerage 
firm of Graff & Co. have determined, 
through their attorney, J. Edward Swan- 
strom of 20 Nassau Street, to ask for the 
indictment of G. Edward Graff and Thomas 
F. Nevins, who composed the defunct con- 
cern. Indictments will be sought in both 
New York and Kings Counties. 

“We have been waiting patiently for 
some time,’’ said Mr. Swanstrom to a NEW 
YORK TIMES reporter yesterday, ‘for a 
Statement that might show how my clients 
stand with Graff & Co. We find, however, 
that there is no disposition to facilitate the 
bankruptcy proceedings, so we shall wait 
no longer. I have consulted with District 
Attorney Philbin and shall consult with 
District Attorney Clarke of Kings County. 
Some of the business with my clients was 
done in Brooklyn, so that will justify a 
Kings County indictment. 

“The case is a very plain one. One of 
my clients, for example, paid into the 
hands of Graff & Co. $1,500 with which to 
buy 100 shares of Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
stock. We have a receipt certifying that 
this stock was purchased at 86. As a mat- 


ter of fact, however, there is no evidence 
that this stock was ever bought. There are 
‘fake’ entries on the books to the effect 


that these shares were purchased and sold 
agin, but there are no other accounts to 
authenticate these false entries. We shall 
claim that this money was not spent for 
my clients at all, but was pocketed by the 
members of the firm personally.”’ 

L. W. Naylor is receiver for the Graff & 
Co. estate. He was appointed by Judge 
Edward B. Thomas of the United States 
District Court, upon the application of ex- 
Sherif. Frank D. Creamer, Tax -Assesser 
Schliemann, and other creditors. No re- 
port has as yet been made by the receiver, 
and there are several motions pending be- 
fore Judge Thomas for settiements in in- 
dividual cases. There are also motions to 
have the members of the defunct firm ad- 
judged in contempt of court for not deliv- 
ering certain shares of stock alleged to 
mee been purchased upon the order of 
clients, 


THEODORE BURRIS DISCHARGED 





Accusation of Vagrancy Made by His 
Father Not Sustained. 
Theodore Burris, the youth arrested on a 
charge of vagrancy, at the instance of his 
father, Elliott Burris, a well-known brok- 
er and clubman, who says the young man 
has fallen into evil ways, was discharged 
by Magistrate Connorton in Long Island 
City yesterday. After hearing young Bur- 
ris in his own behalf the Magistrate said 
that he seemed intelligent and looked capa- 
ble of taking care of himself. The father 
was told that if he wanted his son detained 
longer he would have to bring some other 
charge against him. On hearing the decis- 
ion young Burris hurried out of court as if 
in fear that his father would fmmediately 

act upon the suggestion. 

Henry 4. Woodward, secretary for the 
elder Burris, testified that the son ha 
worked in the office only two hours during 
the last three weeks. When cross-exam- 
ined by the young man, however, he ad- 
mitted that it might have been a couple of 
days. Young Burris said that his father 
had kept him at Inter-State Park for the 
last three weeks, and that he had necessa- 
rily been idle for that time. He declared 
that he would have no trouble in gettin 
employment if he were in the city, and sai 
he had worked for others than his father, 
but that his father had received his wages, 
having requested his employers to make 
out the salary checks to his order. 

Young Burris sald he had never com- 
plained of this arrangement. He insisted 
that he is twenty-two years old, although 
his father says he is but twenty. The 
elder Burris said that his son had no place 
in which to stay. ‘. Where did you get your 
information?’ the young man asked. 

‘*T have the only home you ever had, and 
it is not your home now,"’ replied his father. 

Young Burris, on leaving court, said he 
would go at once to Manhattan to retain a 
lawyer to defend him in case his father 
should institute other proceedings against 
him. 


Ex-Counsel of the Cuban Junta Dis- 
cusses Future of the New Republic, 


Horatio S. Rubens, counsel to the Cuban 
Junta here during the revolution in Cuba, 
and more recently legal adviser to Gov- 
ernor General Wood, has been in this city 
for the last four days. His presence was 
known to but a few friends. 

Mr. Rubens, who has been prominently 
identified with all the political develop- 
ments in the island since its occupation by 
the United States, said yesterday that his 
visit is on private business. He admitted, 
however, that he has been in conference 
with Gen. T. Estrada Palma, who came 
down from his home in Centre Valley, N. 
Y., on learning of Mr. Rubens’s arrival. 
Gen. Palma was at the head of the Cuban 
Junta, and is mentioned as the probable 
first President of the Cuban Republic. The 
subject of their interview was his candi- 
dacy at the coming election. 

“There is no doubt that Gen. Palma will 
be the almost unanimous’ choice for the 


Presidenoy,’’ said Counselor Rubens. 
‘“‘Nearly all Cubans, even those who are 
not agreed on some other points, favor 
him. I discussed the matter with him on 
Saturday to ascertain his views, and I 
wish to say that he is not seeking the 
office. But the demand that he be the 
candidate is so great that it is hardly prob- 
able that he can very well resist it. 

“Cuba needs more than a genius for its 
chief executive. The count must select 
a man of tried and_ unquestioned honesty 
and abglity, Gen. Palma as chief of the 
junta during the revolution proved that he 
possegsed these qualities. Although the 
Cubans were at that time not bound by 
any law to follow nis instructions, the 
obeyed his every order, and were weil 
pleased at the manner in which he held 
them together. 

“We hope to be able to hold the election 
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in the Fall, and the inauguration about! 


January.” ‘ 
The only possible opponent to Gen. Palma, 
Mr. Rubens said, is Gen. Bartholomew 
Masso, who was Vice Presment of the 
Revolutionary Provisional Government. 
Gen. Palma, who, despite his sixty-five 
years, will most probably be chosen, has 
the advantage of the support of the fac- 
tions represented by Sefior Juan Gualberto 
Gomez and Gen. Maximo Gomez. These 
two are bitter enemies, and yet are a unit 
for Gen. Palma. Gen. Gomez, in ffact, is 
one of his most ardent advocates. Gen. 
Palma has not even been in Cuba since the 
war, and has thus retained his popularity 
or oe? becoming involved in the factional 
ts. 
iscussing the delay in accepting the 

Platt amendment, Mr. Rubens said that 
there had been some misunderstanding. 
The Cubans asked for absolute independ- 
ence, and when they learned that the Plait 
amendment did not interfere with this thay 
readily approved it. 

Mr. Rubens will return to Havana in a 
few days and make a report of his confer- 
ence with Gen. Palma. 


SUFFER FOR STRIKERS’ ACTS. 


6,000 Newport News Shipyard Men 
Thrown Out of Work Because Ma- 
chinists Refuse to Resume. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., June 17.—Be- 
cause 3800 striking machinists refused to 
go back to work at the plant of the New- 
port News Ship Building and Dry Dock 
Company over 6,000 men are to-night 
thrown out of employment. Several days 
ago the officials of the company announced 
that it would be impossible to keep the 
yard running after to-night unless the 
machinists returned to the shops, and when 
the 6 o'clock whistle blew this evening 
the strikers were still out, although a 
number of them, Superintendent Post says, 
offered to go back to work. The ma- 
chinists who were willing to give in were 
not enough to do the work, and, as the 
rest remained firm, every construction de- 
partment of one of America’s largest ship 


yards was closed indefinitely. <A force of 
about 1,000 laborers is still retained by 
the company to complete the outside re- 
pair work now being done. 

A large majority of the men who are 
thrown out, of employment are very poor 
and live practically trom hand to mouth. 
They have all they can do to support their 
families when they are at wark, and can- 
not get along well for many days without 
it. It is practically certain that there will 
be great suffering and want among these 
people, and already there are signs of dis- 
tress in certain sections of the city. A 
greet many of the men who have no fam- 
ilies have left the city and others will leave 
to-morrow. 

It is impossible to say how 7 the ship- 
yard will remain closed, but it is believed 
that the strikers will give in before long. 
The battleship Illinois, it is stated, will be 
sent to the Portsmouth (Va.) Navy Yard 
to be completed and prepared for commis- 
sioning. 





THE MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. 


Conference with R. Hoe & Co.—White 
Rats Offer an Entertainment. 


Representatives of the firm of R. Hoe & 
Co. had a conference yesterday with a com- 
mittee of the striking machinists in the 
Hoe factory, with reference to the men’s 
demands. The firm declined to agree to 
anything but the conditions laid down by 
the company before the strike, which con- 
ceded the nine-hour workday to a number 
of the workmen. The conference was an 
amicable one. 

It was reported yesterday at the head- 
quarters of the striking machinists, at 23 
Duane Street, that George Fuller Golden, 
President of the ‘‘ White Rats,” has writ- 
ten a letter expressing his sympathy -with 
the strikers. He promised a vaudeville en- 
tertainment by the ‘‘ White Rats” in aid 
of the strikers as soon as a suitable hall 
can be obtained. 


No Yielding on Either Side.

CHICAGO, June 17.—‘‘ We stay with them 
to the finish,”’ is the expression used by 
officials of the International Association of 


Machinists and by. those of the National 
Metal Trades Association to-day. Officials 
of the International Association of Machin- 
ists assert that they will obtain enough 
agreements from employing firms to make 
the manufacturers tremble. Representa- 
tives of the National Metal Trades Associa- 
tion go that no matter how many of the 
small firms sign the union agreement they 
will defeat the union in the end. 





Brooklyn Man Held Without Bail to 
Await the Outcome of Her Illness. 


Following a statement made to Coroner 
Burger by Mrs. Mary O'Connor of 79 
Poplar Street, Brooklyn, who is believed to 
be dying in St. Peter’s Hospital from al- 
leged poisoning, the woman's husband, 
William O'Connor, a laborer, 26 years old, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon and com- 
mitted to jail by the Coroner. 

Mrs. O’Connor is forty-seven years old. 
She was married to O’Connor only six 
months ago. She had worked as a cook 
and had saved $2,000, which she placed in 


a bank in Clinton Street. She was taken 
seriously ill on Thursday last, and was 
removed to St. Peter's Hospital. 

On Sunday night she sent for Coroner 
Burger and made a statement’to him. She 
said that she and her husband quarreled 
frequently, because he would not work and 
was always demanding money from her. 
On Wednesday last, the woman said, she 
was preparing to leave her husband and 
had hired a van for the removal of her 
furniture, but he would not allow it to be 
moved. The woman's statement to the 
Coroner continued: 

“That night I went to bed as well as I 
was ever in my life and I awoke about 
7 in the morning sick and screeching with 
pain all over my body. I sent for the doc- 
tor, who advised me to drink cold water 
and ice. I asked him what was the mat- 
ter and he said that he could not tell until 
the next day. Before going to bed on the 
night in question, (Wednesday,) my hus- 
band went out and got some beer... After 
returning he got a glass and filled it with 
beer and gave it to me. I drank it. Then 
he partly refilled the glass for me, and I 
drank that. He drank some of the beer, but 
not out of the same glass. .Dr. Rushmore 
was the first doctor’s name. Afterward I 
got Dr. Neuman of Henry Street. My hus- 
band often threatened to kill me.” 

O'Connor, when arrested, seemed very 
much surprised at his wife’s statement, 
and declared that he was entirely innocent. 
He said that relatives of his wife were 
responsible for his arrest. 

“They have put my wife up to this 
thing,’’ he declared. ‘They want her 
money.” 

O'Connor is being held without bail pend- 
ing the outcome of his wife’s illness. At 
the hospital last night it was said that 
the woman was in a precarious condition, 


Young Physician Drowned. 


BELGRADE, Me., June 17.—Dr. R. J. 
Martin of Augusta, one of the best-known 
among the younger medical men of the 
State, and Miss Teresa Dolan, also of 
Augusta, were drowned in Long Pond last 
night, their bodies being recovered to-day. 
Miss Dolan was a waitress at a hotel, and 
with a party of friends was on the shore 
last night, all intending to go rowing. 
Owing to the high wind the others declined 
to go, but Miss Dolan started out alone. 

Dr. Martin was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of New York in 1887, had been six 
years a member of the State Medical 
Board, and was Surgeon for the Maine 
Artillery during the Spanish war. He mar- 
ried Congressman Burleigh's daughter. 


Chicago Holds Bankruptcy Record, 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—Petitioners in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States Court reached 
the number of 6,000 this morning. This is 
a number which no other office in the 
country has reached, New York being far 
behind. Up to June 16, 1900, there were

MISSOURI PACIFIC DIVIDEND 





The Missouri Pacific Railway, by a vote 
of the Board of Directors, which met yes- 
terday, resumed the payment of dividends 
which had been permitted to lapse since 
1891. A resolution was also passed author- 
izing the issue of the new stock to the 
amount of 15 per cent. of present holdings 
of stockholders, but nothing was said about 
the rumored Southwestern consolidation. 

The dividend declared yesterday had 
been generally expected after the remark- 
able rise in the market value of the stock 
during the last few weeks. It amounts to 
2% per cent., and is semi-annual, thus put- 
ting the stock on a 5 per cent. basis. The 
dividend is payable on July 20 to stock- 
holders of record of July 5») The last pre- 
vious dividend paid by the Missouri Pa- 
cific was distributed in 1891, when 8 per 
cent. was paid on the stock. Beforethat year 
dividends were paid irregularly for sev- 
eral years, the rate having been gradually 
reduced from the basis of 7 per cent., on 
which the stock had been maintained from 
18838 to 1887. 

The right of stockholders to subscribe for 
the newly issued stock is also limited to 
stockholders of record on July 5. Stock- 
holders may subscribe to 15 per cent. of 


their holdings, and’ subscriptions will be 
received at par. To what pucpore this in- 
crease is to be applied could not be learned 
yesterday. This issue of stock wh the 
conversion of debenture bonds to the 
amount of $12,000,000 into stock which has 
been applied for by the holders will bring 
the capitalization of the company up to 
about $77,000,000. 

Afteh the meeting the following state- 
ment of the company's financial affairs 
was issued. It is based on the figures of 
the afinual report for the year ended Dec.

CANADIAN TRAFFIC DISPUTE. 


Freight for Certain Points on Inter- 
Colonial Road Barred by Cana- 
dian Pacific. 

Special to The New York Times, 


MONTREAL, June 17.—For a year or 
more the Canadian Pacific and Inter- 
Colonial Railways have differed over traffic 
eriginating east of St. John, N. B. The 
Ganadian Pacific Railroad: insisted’ on the 
long haul from St. John, but the Inter- 
Colonial officials would not consent, saying 


that company was bound by its agreement 
to hand over west-bound freight to the 
Grand Trunk at Montreal. 

On account of this dispute, the Canadian 
Pacific transferred the bulk of its Winter 
port business from St. John to Boston. 

The Canadian Pacifie has now issued a 

notice that it will not accept freight for 
points on the Inter-Colonial, except to its 
terminus, at St. John, or Bay of Fundy 
‘ports, and points reached therefrom, by 
the Dominion Atlantic Railway. The Ca- 
nadian Pacific management state that this 
is the result of an agreement with the 
Inter-Colonial. 


ANOTHER PLACE FOR MR. STUBBS. 
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This Time Rumor Places Him as Traf- 
fic Expert of Harriman Roads. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—An_ unconfirmed 
rumor here is to the effect that all the 
roads in the Middle West and Northwest 
in which E. H. Harriman, J. P. Morgan, 
the Vanderbilts, and J. J. Hill are inter- 
ested will hereafter be practically under one 
management. It is asserted, but not con- 
firmed, that J. C. Stubbs, now Third Vice 
President of the Southern Pacifie Com- 


pany, will be the traffic expert, or man- 
ager, for the Harriman group of roads, 
while Darius Miller, Second Vice President 
of the Great Northern, will occupy a simi- 
lar position for the Hill roads, 

Both, rumor says, will have offices in 
Chicago, and it is said Mr. Stubbs will have 
full charge of all the traffic affairs of the 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, Oregon 
Short Line, and Oregon Railway and Navi- 
gation Company. He will also have charge 
of the transcontinental traffic affairs of the 
Chicago and Northwestern, Chicago and 
Alton, Illinois Central, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, and one or two other lines that may 
come under Harriman control. 


About two weeks ago while Mr. Stubbs 
was.in New York, a rumor started in San 
Franciseo that he had received an offer 
of $50,000 a year to become Pool Commis- 
sioner of transcontinental roads. Mr. Stubbs 
emphatically denied the report, and said: 
‘*T am _ not considering any work but that 
of my present position on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway.’ 


Chicago and Northwestern Dividends. 


Suit may be brought by a prominent 
stockholder of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railway Company against the Board of 
Directors for an accounting to the pre- 
ferred stockholders. The basis of the suit 


will be the claim that under the charter 
of the company the preferred stockholders 
have been entitled to a dividend of 10 per 
cent. for the last three years. It is al- 
leged that under the by-laws of the com- 
pany the preferred stock is entitled to a 
ividend of 10 per cent. when the common 
stock receives 7 per cent., providing the 
surplus earnings permit. For the last three 
years the road has had a yearly surplus ox 
from 10 to 12 per cent. At the offices of 
the company in this city nothing was 
known about the matter. 


To Protect Minority Stockholders. 


Before Justice Wilmet M. Smith at White 
Plains yestefday the question of giving 
security for the protection of minority 
stockholders in the reorganization of the

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COUNSEL PLEADS FOR 
R. B. MOLINEUX’S LIFE 


Mr. Milburn Argues Before the 
Court of Appeals in Buffalo. 


Says Recorder Goff Erred in Admitting 
Testimony Touching the Death 


of Barnet. 


BUFFALO, June 17.—The Court of Ap- 
Ppeals to-day heard the first argument for a 
Mew trial for Roland B. Molineux, the 
young New York clubman, athlete, and 
chemist, under sentence of death for poison- 
ing Mrs. Katherine J. Adams in December, 
1898, who was the unintended victim of an 
alleged design to take the life of Harry 
Cornish, at one time manager of athletic 
sports of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club. 

Judges Parker, Vann, Bartlett, Gray, 
O’Brien, Haight, and Werner, grave in 
their gowns of black, sat upon the bench 
to hear the famous case, and down at the 
counsels’ table were ex-United States Sen- 
ator David Bennett Hill, who holds the 
brief of the People, and John G. Milburn, 
President of the Pan-American Exposition, 
who espouses the cause of the young pris- 
oner at Sing Sing. With Mr. Hill sat As- 
sistant District Attorney Le Barbier of New 
York, and grouped about Mr. Milburn were 
George Gordon Battle and Bartow S. 
Weeks, who defended Molineux at his trial; 
Gen. Molineux, father of the prisoner, and 
David N. Carvalho, handwriting expert, 
who advised the defense. 

Many more than the courtroom would 
hold crowded into the corridors to hear the 
almost fascinating crime linked with the 
mystery of the death of Henry C. Barnet, 
and the officers of the court barred the 
outer doors and admitted the favored ones 
by a private entrance. 

Mr. Milburn, for the appellant, talked dur- 
ing the entire session of the court, gaining 
a hearing at 10:30 o’clock, when a civil 
case closed, and speaking until 2 o'clock, 
when the court arose for the day. He has 
another half hour to speak, it being agreed 
that each side should have four hours, and 
contludes in the morning. Senator Hill sat 
through the entire speech without an in- 
terruption that called him to his feet. He 
smiled at times in a manner that suggested 


the thought sarcastic, and made notes for 
his address of the morrow. 
TALKS OF ACCOMPLICES. 

Mr. Milburn’s address of three and a half 
hours’ duration was directed largely to the 
alleged error of the lower court in ad- 
mitting evidence as to the death of Henry 
Cc. Barnet, and he spared neither Recorder 
Goff, the trial Judge, for his rulings on evi- 
dence, nor the District Attorney's staff, for 
its methods in securing the admission of 
evidence. He spent nearly two hours in a 
Teview of the known facts of the two cases 
pregnant with doubt and mystery, and 
sought to show what he described as the 
flimsy fabric upon which the entire case 
rested. 

He ridiculed the idea that the 
theory of revenge, and the Barnet theory 
of jealousy could be reconciled, and dis- 
claiming a desire to cast suspicion in any 
direction, advanced the opifhion that the 
man who poisoned Mrs. Adams had two 
accomplices, one the man who bought the 
bottle holder at Newark, and the other the 
man who at the same hour hired the Koch 
letter box. He denied that the trouble at 
the Knickerbocker Athletic Club was suf- 
ficient for Molineux to desire the life of 
Cornish, or that there was anything in the 
relations of Molineux, Barnet. and Blanche 
Chesebrough that warranted a _ suspicion 
of jealousy to the point of a desire to kill a 
rival on the nart of Molineux. 

He drew attentfon to the failure to inden- 
tify Molineux as either the purchaser of 
the bottle holder or the person who hired 
the Koch letter box, and questioned the 
{dentification of Molineux as the man who 
hired the Koch letter box. He also de- 
nounced the introduction and failure to con- 

ect of evidence as to the relations of 
Molineux with Blanche Chesebrough be- 
fore their marriage 

MR. MILBURN’S ARGUMENT. 


Mr. Milburn opened with a brief state- 
ment of the charge and nature of the ap- 
peal, and followed it with what he called 
a sketch of the chief personnel of the case. 
He said Gen. Molineux was a brave and 
distinguished soldier, who never fought 
more creditably than now for the life of 
his son. then sketched the training of 
young Molineux an expert paint and 
color manufacturer, and in turn told of his 
connection with the Knickerbocker and 
New York Athletic Clubs, and his marriage 


to Blanche Cheeseborough. Mr. and Mrs. 
Molineux, he said, first lived at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria and then took a house. - 
Mr. Milburn then told who Harry Cornish 
Was, stating his connection with athletics 
and his relation to the Adams family, inci- 
dentally pointing out that Cornish had 
separated - his wife, and “Mrs. Rogers 
had parted [from her husband. Cornish 
he described as an employe and Molineux 
as a member of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
Club. He then related the circumstances 
of the receipt by Cornish of the bottle 
holder and bottle of poisoned bromo-seltzer, 
and drew attention to the fact that Cornish 
alone testified that the package had been 
delivered by post. There was an entire 
absence of testimony from the postal au- 
thorities and club employes as to delivery. 
‘“*T am not, in presenting this case,” said 
Mr. Milburn, “ seeking to show that any 
one, Mr. Cornish or any one else, is guilty 
of this crime. I am merely stating the 
facts and the evidence as they exist.”’ 


POINTS FOR THE DEFENSE. 

He then told the circumstance of the re- 
moval of the bottle and holder to the 
Adams flat, the illness of Mrs. Adams, 
and the administration of the poisoned 
preparation. The tragic circumstances of 
the death of Mrs. Adams were then re- 
lated and attention drawn to the desire of 
Cornish for hasty action by the Coroner, 
Mrs. Rogers’s anxiety for secrecy; and the 
conferences held by Cornish with John F. 
McIntyre and E. Yocum. Continuing, he 
said:

“One of the most striking features about 
this case is the fact that the place where 
the silver bottle holder was purchased was 
known at once. This was the place to di- 
rect the inquiry, Who purchased the bottle 
holder? It was at the store of Hartdegen 
& Co., in Newark, and the lady clerk clear- 

remembers the appearance of the pur- 
chaser. That person, she swears, was not 
Molineux. She was cross-examined, and 
there was ample opportunity for inquiry, 
but Molineux was not connected with the 
purchase.” - 

Mr. Milburn then sketched the Cornish 
letter-box incident, and the writing of the 
letters to patent medicine houses. He point- 
ed out that Molineux had not hired the let- 

“ter box in the name of Harry Cornish, and 
that as the letter box was hired at the 
very hour the bottle holder was pur- 
chased at Newark, two persons were con- 
cerned in the incidents. 

The speaker discredited the testimony of 
Koch, proprietor of the letter box place, 
who, he dntimated, had approached the de- 
fense. He said Koch had first sold a story 
to the newspapers that it was not Molineux 
who hired the letter box, and then sold a 
story that it wads Molineux, the first fcr 
$500 and the second for $250. 

“The man who committed this crime,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘had two accomplices, one who 
went to Newark and piirchased the bottle 
holder, and the other the person who hired 
the letter box.”’ 


“ THE HANDWRIJING EXPERTS. 
Mr. Milburn called attention to the fact 
that after the statement that Molineux 
was wanted was published, a man went to 
the letter box at.Koch’s and got the reply 
sent by Stearns & Co, to the inquiry made 
of them. 

“ That man is still unidentified,” he said. 
Mr. Milburn then drew the attention of 
the Court to the handwriting exhibits in 
the brief, and said that the friends of 


Cornish had testified that their suspicions 
against Molineux had been aroused by an 
exemplar of his writing reproduced in a 
newspaper. He said this particular speci- 
men.which they had seen was a reprodjic- 
tion from mind of the address on the bottle 
holder, and not a fac-simile. An artist 
had seen the address and drawn it from 
me’ . “By companing the specimens,’ 
Mr. Milburn said, ‘‘ you will see that the 

‘alte ed ame 6 would suggest nothing to 
“ “the lay. mind.”’ 

Mr. Milburn nex@related the circum- 
stances of the possession by Molineux of 
several sheets of robin's-egg-blue letter pa- 
per bearing a crest of interlocked crescents, 
and the use of this paper to write some-of 

“Cornish letters.’’. He.said: that this 
was one of the strongest reliances of the 
prosecution to connect Molineux with the 


crime, but asserted that the paper in ques- 
tion was in general use. 

‘““What motive could Molineux» have 
had?” asked Mr. Milburn; ‘why should 
he want to poison Cornish?” 


HOW RECORDER GOFF ERRED. 


Then Mr. Milburn proceeded to the legal 
aspects of the appeal. He contended that 
the introduction of the Barnet testimony 
was improper, for there was no connection 
between the-two cases. Judge O’Brien 


asked if there was any investigation out- 
side of this case of the causes of Barnet's 
death. 

“Yes,"’ said Mr. Milburn. ‘ Cyanide of 
mercury was found in the Kutnow powder 
sent to Barnet, and when the body of the 
latter was exhumed traces of the poison 
were found in it.” 

Mr. Milburn continued, and referred the 
Court to the opening address of the District 
Attorney at the trial, in which the greatest 
notice was given to the Barnet case. There 
had been a theory advanced as to the kill- 
ing of Barnet, and a promise to prove that 
Molineux had sent him the poison. This 
had all been done in the face of persistent 
opposition and objection from the defense. 

“What connection did Cornish have with 
the marriage aftair?’’ asked Judge O'Brien. 

‘‘He was an absolute stranger to it,” 
answered Mr. Milburn, who ridiculed the 
idea that there could be a common motive 
in the two cases. 

Mr. Milburn attacked the District Attor- 
ney for bringing in the name of Barnet in 
the testimony of the physicians in the guise 
of qualifying them to testify as to what 
Cornish was suffering from. He character- 
ized the ruling of the Recorder on the medi- 
cal reports in the Barnet case as close to 
the realms of comedy, and arraigned the 
other side for the attack on the character 
of Mrs. Molineux. 

“Was there anything to show that Cor- 
nish knew the secrets of Barnet's death? = 
asked Judge O’Brien 

“Not a thing,’’ said Mr. Milburn. “In 
fact nobody knew anything unusual about 
it. Cornish knew that he had died at the 
club, presumably of diphtheria.” 

“What evidence was there as to the de- 
livery of the Kutnow powder to Barnet?” 
asked Judge O'Brien. 

“Nothing, only the statement of Barnet 
to one of the physicians that he had re- 
ceived the powder," said Mr. Milburn. 

“ Anything to connect Molineux with it? ” 
asked Judge O'Brien. 

“ Absolutely nothing,” declared Mr. Mil- 
burn. “The District Attorney takes up a 
series of points, advances two theories, and 
seeks to connect them and complete the 
case. 

The court adjourned at this point.

DENVER, June 17.—Conferences of labor 
leaders are being held ‘in this city to inves- 
tigate the reported theft from the official 
files of what, is known as the Employers’ 
Liability bill passed by the last Legislature 
in the interest of the wage earners. 

“Tf it is true that the record of the pas- 
sage of the employers’ HNability law has 
begn stolen from the official journal of the 
Senate and it cannot be recovered, the law 
is invalid. There are decisions in our 
courts that cover practically similar cases,”’ 
said Lieut. Gov. Coates. 

“TT donot yet know officially that the 
portion of the bill has been stolen, but I 
shall investigate,’’ he continued. dy¢ the 
bill or a portion of it has been’stolen, it has 
been done deliberately and with the sole 
intent of invalidating the law. When the 
bill was pending it was bitterly fought. 
Every effort was made to defeat it. The 
duplicate copies will do us no good. The 
courts will accept only the original. 

“I do not suspect any person or persons 
in this work. I do not know whether the 
part of the record alleged to be missing dis- 
appeared after it was given to the Secretary 
of State or before. I am, however, inclined 
to believe that the portion was taken before 
it reached the Secretary of State. 

“This theft comes as a stunning blow to 
the working people of Colorado. It was the 
one law that the working people wanted 
passed, and the one for which the friends 
of labor made their hardest fight.” 

At a conference held in the offices of the 
State Federation of Labor, President Gar- 
man declared that if the bill is declared to 
be void by reason of the theft, organized 
labor im the State would expend hundreds 
of dollars in finding and convicting the 
guilty persons.

AGAIN PUT ON TRIAL 


New Charges Are Untruthfulness; 
Disobedience, and Contumacy. 


Pleaded Not Guilty and Objected, but 
Brooklyn Presbytery Overruled 
Objections—Trial June 24. 


The Brooklyn Presbytery at its meeting 
yesterday in Central Presbyterian Church, 
Jefferson and Marcy Avenues, placed the 
Rev. Dr. ¢ fred H. Moment, pastor of Im- 
manuel Church, on trial upon the new 
charges which have been made against 
him. The first of these charges is untruth- 
fulness. It is based upon an Mterview in‘a 
Brooklyn paper in which Dr. Moment is 
quoted as saying Ahat during his trial last 
Fallsno allegation of immorality was made 
against him. The second contains two 
specifications. Its general title is contu- 
macy. The first specification alleges that 
he was guilty of disobediencéd in refusing to 
return to the Presbytery his call to Im- 
manuel Church when the Presbytery de- 
manded it. fn the second specification he 
is held to be guilty of contumacy in refus- 
ing to refrain from preaching and exercis- 
ing the functions of a minister of the Gos- 
pel. An array of witnesses is cited in sup- 
port of each of the charges. The commit- 
tee formulating the charges consists of the 
tev. Joseph G. Williamson, Jr., the Rev. 
Donovan, and the Rev. Ira God- 
dard. 

Yesterday after the Presbytery had elect- 
ed the Rev. Dr. Wilson of Arlington Avenue 
Presbyterian Church Vice Moderator, to 
serve during the trial, the charges @ere 
read to Dr. Moment and-he was informed 
that he had opportunity to file objections. 
Dr. Moment then read his first objection. 
It was: ‘4 

‘The accused hereby respectfully objects 
to the regularity of the organization of the 
Presbytery of Broo’lyn as a court, and to 
its jurisdiction herein, in accordance 
with Section 22 of the Book of Discipline, 
on the ground that it does not oppear that 
the said adjudicatory has complied with 
the provision contained in Section 9 of said 
book, and asks that the charges herein be 
dismissed as irregularly brought and enter- 
tained by the said Presbytery as aforesaid.”’ 

It was agreed by the Presbytery that the 
objections made by Dr. Moment should be 
taken up separately and disposed of. A 
motion was then made that thre first objec- 
tion be overruled, Speaking to the motion, 
Dr. Moment said: 


BOOK OF DISCIPLINE’'S PROVISIONS. 


‘Section 9 of the Book of Discipline pro- 
vides that in all cases of prosecution pri- 
vate conferences should be held, with the 
view of settling the difficulty as privately 
as possible without actually coming to the 
process. There was no effort on the part 
of any one to confer with me. I believe 
that a conference of tefi minttes between 


me and some one authorized for the pur- 
pose would have disposed of the whole af- 
fair.”’ 

Dr. J. D. Burrell then moved that the ob- 
jection be sustained. Dr. John R. Dawson 
read a section from the Book of Discipline 
to the effect that in case of prosecution by 
the adjudicatory no _ private conferences 
were required. .The objection was then de- 
clared overruled by the pascege of a mo- 
tion. Dr. Moment next filed his second ob- 
jection, as follows: 

The Rev. Alfred H. Moment, the accused in 
the above-entitled proceeding, respectfully ob- 
jects, in accordance with Section 22 of the Book 
of Discipline: 

First--That the intended specification of fact 
under Charge.1 is not a specificatfon of fact 
within the meaning of Section 15 of the Book 
of Discipline, and that the said specification is 
insufficient in form and legal effect upon the 
face thereof; that the Presbytery of Brooklyn has 
no jurisdictién over the alleged offense therein 
intended to be specified. 

To this objection Dr. Moment added the 
plea that the specification failed to show 
that he had handed the statement to the 
Brooklyn paper that he had not been ac- 
cused of inpmore or or that it was a false 
statement or that he knew it to be false. 
*‘* My statement,”’ said‘he, “to the news- 
paper that no one at my former trial had 
perjured his soul before God by declaring 
me guilty of immorality was not a state- 
ment of fact, but an opinion. I meant that 
the evidence did not amount to a charge of 
immorality. That was. in my opinion and 
as an American,citizen I had a right ‘to 
hold and express an opinion. My motive 
and my purpose were honest. The Presby- 
tery would-have to prove that I knew the 
statement false and made it pur- 
posely.” 

“After the immorality charges have been 
read,” said Dr. John R. Dawson, “ no one 
can say that immorality was not alleged 
agatnst the accused.”’ 

**Immorality means many things,’’ inter- 
jeeted Dr. J. D. Burrell. ‘I think that the 
charge is a trifle ambiguous. Immorality 
means two things. It either means adultery 
or some other evil thing. As I understand 
it, adultery was not charged before the 
commission on the former trial.’’ 

Dr. David Gregg, whom Dr. Moment had 
charged with acting through malice at a 
former meeting, stood up. 

“ Unehaste thoughts, deeds, or actions 
constitute adultery,’ said he; ‘‘ the reading 
of the evidence will show that Dr. Moment 
was charged with a violation of the Sev- 
enth Commandment.” 

Upon a vote this ohjection was likewise 
declared overruled. Dk. Moment’s next ob- 
jection was: 

The accused further objects, in accordance 
with said Section 22, that the said Presbytery 
had no power to make the) order referred to in 
Specification 1 of Charge 2, disobedience to 
which is specified, as constituting the alleged 
act of contumacy; and that the said Presbytery 
has no furisdiction over the said alleged act cf 
contumacy or the alleged disobedience specified 
in the said specification. , 

“IT contend,’’ said Dr. Moment,»in offer- 
ing this objection, “‘ that there is no au- 
thority wested in this Presbytery by the 
Book of Discipline or any of the forms of 
the Church to compel me to return a call 
to duty placed in my hands. I was not 
under charges at the time. A call means 
a relation between a minister and the peo- 
ple that the Presbytery cannot disturb. I 
object that such an order is in the nature 
of an additional penalty, which is contrary 
to the Constitution. The Constitution of 
the United States and of the State of New 
York provide that no person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of the law. My right to preach 
there in my church was a property right 
of which the Presbytery cannot deprive 
me.” This objection was overruled, with- 
out debate. Two others were then offered 
by Dr. Moment. They were: 

The said specification is insufficient in legal 
effect upon the face thereof; that no offense 
within the meaning of the Book of Discipline is 
therein specified, and he further’ objects as fol- 
lows: That the Judicial. Commission referred 
to in Specification 2 of sai& Charge 2 had no 
power. to make the order tHerein referred to, 
cisobedience to which is specified as constituting 
the alleged act of contumacy, and that said 
Presbytery has no jurisdiction to try the alleged 
act of contumacy therein intended to be speci- 
fied. 

The accused further objects to the charges and 
specifications as a whole that it does not appear 
therefrom as required by Section 19 of the Book 
of Discipline wh» is the party making the said 
charges against the said accused, and that che 
citation is not signed in the name of the Presby- 
tery by the Moderator or Clerk, and that the 
same is charged under. 

These two were quickly overruled unani- 
mously. Concerning the latter, it was 
shown that the charges had been signed 
by the Rev. N. W. Wells as Stated Clerk 
of the Presbytery. A motion was next 
passed declaring the charges sufficient to 
put the accused on his defense. Dr. ,Mo- 
ment was called upon to stand up. 


DR. MOMENT PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 
“Are you guilty or not guilty?” asked 
Vice Moderator Wilson. 
‘““Not guilty,” returned Dr. Moment. 


The accused minister then asked for an 
adjournment, saying that he had been un- 
able to obtain a copy of the minutes of his 


previous trial, and thus had been unable 
to prepare any defense. An adjournment 
was taken until June 24 at lP, M. 
Friends of Dr. Moment said yesterday 
that he intended to fight hard to the last 
issue, if necessary defending his position 
as a minister in the courts. Among the 
clergymen of the Presbytery who discussed 
the case after the adjournment those who 
had been permitted to read the evidence of 
the former trial declared that charges of 
gross immorality against the accused cler- 
gyman had been made and proved, and the 
evidence must come out. There was a 
group/around Dr. David Gregg. To these 
he spoke vigorously. |. 

“We shall be ontrese to publish that 
evidence,”’ said he, ‘‘ though it’s simply un- 
rintable. I do not believe the people of 
fmmanuel Church want such a man to be 
their minister. It’s simply a shame that 
such a man should be permitted _to preach 
the Gospel before pure women. TI have too 
much of an interest in that church to want 
this thing to go on.”

PHILADELPHIA MAN ARRESTED. 


Once Sentenced for Embezzlement, 
Walker Was Soon Pardoned. 


William C, Walker of 534 High Street, 
Germantown, Penn., was arrested at the 
corner of Fifty-sixth Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue yestérday afternoon by Deputy Sheriff 
Nathaniel Metzger and lodged in Ludlow 
Street Jail. The arrest was made on an 
order of arrest in a civil action begun by 
the American Surety Company of this city 
against Walker for the fraudulent conver- 
sion of $6,369.28. 

Walker was at one time Assistant Treas- 
urer and Secretary of the United Security 
Life Insurance and Trust Company of Phil- 
adélephia, In the early part of 1898 a dis- 
crepancy was found in his accounts. He 
was arrested charged with embezzling 
$6,369.28. He pleaded guilty when arraigned 
before Judge Belhtier in the Quarter Session 


Court in Philadelphta. He said that he had 
spent the money in stock speculation. suese 
Beitler sentenced him to two years in the 
Easton Penitentiary, and fined him $500 
on June 13, 1898. 

After his sentence the friends of Walker 
at once set to work to secure his release. 
So great was the influence brought to bear 
on the authorities that his pardon was se- 
cured Dec. 22, 1898, he having served only 
six months. 

The Amcrican Surety Company of this 
city was on the bond of Walker, and was 
compelled to pay his shortage to the United 
Security. Life Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany. When Walker was pardoned the 
American Surety Company immediately be- 
gan a suit for fraudulent conversion against 
Walker. He secured ‘the position of special 
agent of the Fidelity Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company of Philadelphia. 

It was learned by ‘the officers of the 
American Surety Company that Walker 
had left Philadelphia yesterday morning to 
come to this city. 

As Walker pleaded guilty in the Phila- 
delphia court to embezzlement, the officials 
of the American Surety Company say he 
«cu have no defense to their action in this 
city. He will have to give bonds to be re- 
leased from Ludlow Street Jail, and even 
then cannot leave the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court without being rearrested.. 

Walker has a wife and three children in 
Germantown, Penn., a very .f* jfonable 
residential locality near Philadephia. 


PABST HOTEL PORTICO CASE. 


City’s Suit to Remove the Obstruction 
Postponed in Supreme Court 


Until October. 


The suit against Charles Thorley and 
James B. Regan instituted by the Law De- 
partment of the city to compel the taking 
down of the Pabst Hotel portico, on Forty- 
second Street, between Broadway and Sev- 
enth Avenue, yesterday was taken off the 
calendar, in Trial Term, Part III., of the 
Supreme Court. 

Charles Blandy and Charles A. O'Neill, 
the Assistant Corporation Counsel who 
have charge of the suit, appeared for 
the city when the case was called 
in Justice Truax’s court. C. L. Thiele 
appeared for the Pabst Hotel people, 
and asked that the case be marked off, 
on the ground that he was not familiar 
with the case. It_seems that the reason 
for this was that last Friday the defendant 
Regan retained Thomas F. Gilroy, Jr., of 
Wensley & Gilroy 
Mr. Gilroy coul@ not appear yesterday, and 
engaged. .C. L. lele of Hays & Hershfield 
to represent him. 

Judge Truax was puzzled by the request 
for delay, but as he had about 300 lawyers 
in court he granted it and set the case for 
the first Monday itn October. *Justice 
Truax would not discuss the matter. Law- 
yers said that the selection of. associate 
counsel at the eleventh hour to secure a 
delay is an old dodge. Mr. Whalen said 
that his instructions to his assistants were 
to try the case at all hazards and to con- 
sent to no delay. 

THE NEW YORK TIMES called attention to 
the encroachment on the public domain by 
the Pabst Hotel portico July 8, 1900, and 
fully established that its existence was not 
in any way warranted or legalized. Since 
then Messrs. Thorley and Regan have 
through injunction proceedings of various 
kinds prevented the removal of the portico. 
Attempts were made to legalize the portico 
in the Municipal Assembly and at Albany. 
Justice McAdam threw out of court a suit 
to enjoin the authorities from taking down 
the portico. 


COPPER LITIGATION STILL ON. 


F. Augustus Heinze Denies that a Set- 


tlement Has Been Reached. 


F. Augustus Hetnze of the Montana Ore 
Purchasing Company denied absolutely a 
story widely circulated just before the close 
of the stock market to the effect that the 


copper litigation had been settled. He said 


that no negotiations were pending and that 
the Delaware Surety Company deposited 
$350,000 in cash at Butte, Mon., yesterday 
in connection with the suits. 

The real reason for the sharp rise in 
Amalgamated stock just before the close 
was later attributed to the expectation of a 
favorable decision to-day from the New 
Jersey court in the injunction suit. 


EX-CONVICT’S REVENGE. 


Just Released from Prison, He Throws 


Boiling Water in a Woman's Face. 


Frank Natalo, a laborer of 513 East Sev- 
entieth Street, was arrested yesterday a 
few hours after he had been released from 
the penitentiary for throwing boiling water 
in the face of Barbara Zahnmenensky, 
who lives in the same house, and whom he 
had always blamed for his conviction. 
Natalo had been in prison for six months 
for beating his wife, and Mrs. Zahnmenen- 
sky had been a witness against him. 

He swore revenge, and when he came 
home yesterday he went straight up to 
the rooms of the Zahnmenensky woman, 
who was preparing supper. She had just 
poured out a basin of hot water from her 
kettle, when Natalo rushed in, seized the 
pan of hot water, and threw it over her 
face and arms, shouting, “‘ You would send 
me to jail, would you.””

A resolution adopted at the meeting of 
the Committee of One Hundred of the Citi- 
zens’ Union last night set the politicians 
thinking.

and was in these words: 

Resolved, That the conferrees appointed by the 
Committee of One Hundred be instructed to urge 
upon the conference the renomination of Judges 
of approved ab..iiy, integrity, and impartiality, 
without distinction of party. 


Members of the committee would not dis- 
cuss the matter, but it was construed by 
members representing other anti-Tammany 
bodies to favor Justice Morgan J. O’Brien. 

At a meeting of the anti-Tammany or- 
ganization held May 28 at 34 Union Square, 


a set of resolutions was adopted, the first 
paragraph of which read: 
“First—To oppose every candidate who. 
sent netept a nomination from Tammany 
@il. 


As orginally drafted, the foregoing para- 
graph included the words,:“ with the single 
exception of judicial officers, who shall 
nave received their nominations from cur- 
ventions, or by nominating petitions rep- 
resenting these conferrees.”’ 

So much opposition developed that the 
exception was expunged before the resolu- 
tions were adopted. 

The terms of Justices O’Brien, Lawrence, 
Blanchard, and Clarke expire with the cur- 
rent year. The age limit makes Justice 
Lawrence ineligible. Messrs. Blanchard and 
Clarke are Republicans. 

The action of the Citizens’ Union Com- 
mittee last night has accordingly induced a 
belief that the Citizens’ Union is pavin 
the way to act independently in the matter 
of judicial nominations and other anti- 
—— associations do not like it. Some 
of the conferrees from other bodies said 
so last night, but would not be quoted. 

The Committee of Twelve made a report 
to the Committee of One Hundred last 
night, and after discussion the following 
resolutions, offered by R. Fulton Cutting, 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Committee of One Hun- 
dred approves of the efforts of its Executive 
Committee to promote co-opera.\ion among or- 
ganizations willing to work for the good gov- 
ernment of this city. 

Resolved, That the Commnittee of One Hun- 
dred instructs its Executive Committee to pre- 
pare for its consideration for submission to the 
conference in due time a list of names of sev- 
eral candidates for each of the general offices 
to be filled at the election in November. 

In thus instructing its Executive Committee, 
the Committee of One Hundred expressly dis- 
claims any intention to dictate candidates to 
the conference, or to precipitate nominations. 
Its purpose is two fold: First, to attest the 
Committee of One Hundred's disinterestedness 
by. declaring its readiness to accept any one of 
several candidates for each office, and, second, 
to refute the unfounded charges that have been 
made, that the conference has been already 
captured by ‘partisan agents in the interest of 
certain candidates, and to allay all fear that 
the conference may degenerate into a factional 
struggle for the nomination of representatives of 
the various organizations composing the coal- 
ition. 

Tt is the hope of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred that among the names of citizens thus pre- 
sented, the conference may find those of men 
so eminently fitted for cffice, and so acceptable 
as candidates to all parties, as to enable it to 
arrive at a general and early agreement upon 
a union ticket, to be submitted for consideration 
to the bodies represented in the conference. 

There was no discussion of possible can- 
didates. 4 

After the Committee of One Hundred ad- 
journed, the Campaign Committee of 
Twelve had an executive session. none of 
the details of which was made public. 


LABOR IN POLITICS. 


The Executive Committee of the Trades 
Union Political League, which has its head- 
quarters in Breevoort Hall, Fifty-fourth 


Street, near Third Avenue, issued a state- 
ment yesterday addressed to the public and 
“all friends of labor and honest govern- 
wnent.”’ 

The statement says that labor favors 
the direct employment of all labor required 
by the city without the intervention of con- 
tractors and the public ownership of public 
utilities. It demands that a man be electw 
ed Mayor who is in sympathy with the ob- 
jects sought by the league, and declares 
that the league will not affiliate 
either of the old parties.

When the case was called a representa- 
tive of the Public Prosecutor said that the 
prisoner was charged with feloniously mar- 
rying Mollie Cooke in America on April 
15, 1900, while his wife,. Mabel, Countess 
Russell, was alive. 

The prosecution proceeded to speak of 
the Earl’s marriage to Mabel Scott, (his 
first wife,) their separation, his subsequent 
disappearance from England with a neigh- 
bor. Mrs. Somerville, and the discovery 
that he and Mrs., Somerville were together! 
at Reno, Nevada’ On April 14, 1900, Lord 
Russell obtained a license to marry Mollie 
Cooke, otherwise Mrs. Somerville, and Mr. 
Koelher, a Nevada Judge, performed the 
ceremony ontApril 15. 

The prosecuting barrister announced that 
Judge l<9elhe- and witnesses of\the mar- 
riage had arrived in England to prove the 
ceremony. 

Counsel for the Earl pointed out that 
the prosecution omitted mention of the di- 
voree proceedings instituted by his Lord- 
ship in America. He intimated that Lord 
Russell, having secured a divorce in Amer- 
ica, believed that his subsequent marriage 
was legal.

The Lord 
Steward will sit as President of the court, 
and, after the evidence has been heard, he 
will inquire the verdict of each peer, be- 
ginning at the lowest rank, and_proceed- 
ing regularly up to the highest.

THE NEGOTIATIONS | IN PEKING. 


Indemnity Question Nearly Settled, but 
Other Important Matters Are 


Yet to be Adjusted. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—A cablegram 
Mas been received at the State Department 
from Special Commissioner Rockhill, who 
Says that an early and complete agree- 
ment on the indemnity question is expect- 
ed, on the basis of the proposition variously 
known as the American, the British, and 
the British-American. 

The officials here are hopeful that this 
week will witness the close of the nego- 
tiations on the subject of indemnity, though 
it is possible that a further slight delay 
may occur through a yielding to the de- 
sire of one of the Ministers to be allowed 
another opportunity to consult with his 
home Government. 

Once the subject of indemnity is out of 
the way, the withdrawal of the foreign 
tre s from China will progress with 
rapidity. There are, however, still several 
other matters of importance to be adjusted 
by the Ministers. One that will, it is ex- 
pected, give much trouble is the arrange- 
ment of new trade treaues between the 
powers and China. 


PARIS, June 17.—Dispatches received at 
the Foreign Office from Peking say that, 
at the close of the meeting of the foreign 
Ministers on Saturday, two points regard- 
ing the indemnity remained to be settled. 
First, the fixing of the value of the tael, 
which is tending to depreciate; second, 
the claim advanced by powers whose credit 
is low, such as: Russia and Japan. These 
countries wish to receive proportionately 
a larger number of bonds than the others, 
because they are obliged to pay a higher 
rate of interest. 

This suggestion does not evoke enthusi- 
asm among the representatives of the other 
powers, and may give rise to considerable 
discussion. 


ECUADORIAN ASSOCIATION CASE 


Argument in Injunction Proceedings 
Heard in Jersey City. 

Vice Chancellor Stevenson, at Jersey 
City, yesterday heard argument on tbe 
temporary injunction granted at Newark 
on June 18 by Vice Chancellor Stevens, re- 
straining the United States Mortgage Com- 
pany from delivering $5,000,000 worth of 
bonds of the Ecuadorian Association, Lim- 
ited, of Great Britain. The complainants 
are George B..Mumford of New York and 
St. George Lane Fox Pitt of London. They 
were represented by Mr. Mumford « and 
Howell & Coult, while John W. Griggs, ex- 
Attorney General of the Untted States, ap- 
peared for the defendants. 

Mr. Mumford, in his argument, followed 
closely his bill of complaint filed June 13, 
which sets forth an alleged fraudulent 
transfer of stock by which the majority 
sought to ruin the minority, who opposed 
their action.

Mr. Griggs claimed that an injunction 
would be Aiseless, because all the avail- 
able assets were in the hands of the Lon- 
don agents of the company, and were 
therefore not within the jurisdiction of the 
eourt. The only resident stockholder was 
Mr. Mumford, who owned one share. He 
said the bonds to be issued hereafter could 
only become actual securities* after they 
had been earned by the contractors who 
were building the railroad, and the only 
effect of an injunction would be to pre- 
vent the compa ny from securing a further 
loan. Khis would stop the construction cf 
the railroad, throw eight thousand men cut 
of work, and possibly ruin the contractors 
and stockholders. 

At this point Vice Chancellor Stevenson 
adjourned the hearing until 10 o’clock to- 
day. He continued the restraining order in 
force p¢nding further proceedings.

Summer School Opened with 32 Stu- 
dents—Addresses Delivered. 

The Summer school in philanthropic work, 
conducted by the Charity Organization So- 
ciety of New York City, which is designed 
to give practical, instruction in the admin- 
istration of charity, held its first meeting 
for the year last night in the United Char- 
ities Building. This is the fourth year of 


the school, and the attendance is larger 
than ever before. 

Seth Low was the principal speaker at 
the meeting last night, his subject being 
‘The Need for Training in Philanthropic 
Work.” The hardest ring in the world, 
he said, was to know just how to help an- 
other man. Other addresses were made 
by the Rev. James. M. Pullman, President 
of the Associated Charities of Lynn, Mass., 
and eee ee Ayres, the Director of the 
Summer hool. Afterward there was a 
reception in the rooms of the Charity Or- 
ganization Society 

There are thirty two students registered 
in the Summer School, coming from seven- 
teen different cities and fourteen different 
States. Seventeen are graduates of col- 
leges or universities. The sessions of the 
school will be held six mornings of every 
week for six weeks, the spare time of the 
students being devoted to practical work 
and investigation in the charitable institu- 
tions of New York.

LONDON, June 18.—Replying to ques- 
tions in’ the House of Comons yesterday, 
the Right Hon. W. St. John Brodrick, the 
Secretary of State for War, said there 
were 40,229 persons in the concentration

Colonies. The deaths in 
the month of May numbered 
women and 318 children. 

The announcement of the mortality was 
received with groans from the Irish mem- 
bers and cries of ‘ scandalous.” 

Mr. Brodrick added that the authorities 
were arranging for the releas® of the wo- 
men and children who had friends to re- 
celve them, but the Government could not 
undertake to feed them in isolated posi- 
tions.

Lloyd- -George in denouncing the policy of 
concentrating women and children in 
camps, and with Sir William Vernon Har- 
court (Liberal) and the Right Hon. James 
Bryce (Liberal) voted in the minority on 
Mr. Lloyd-George’ S motion. 

About fifty Liberal Imperialists, led by 
the Right Hon. H. H. Asquith and Sir Kd- 
ward Grey, abftained from voting as a 
protest against’ the Bannerman-Harcourt-

CAPE TOWN, June 17.—The Right Hon. 
Cecil J. Rhodes, in his speech at Buluwayo, 
Rhodesia, last Saturday, when he predicted 
that a federation of the South African 
States would come in three or four years, 
made what is regarded in some quarters 
as a bid for the Premiership of Cape 
Colony. 

After eulogizing the action of the Rhode- 
sians and Natalians, Mr. Rhodes said the 
only State he pitied was the mother State, 
Cape Colony, whose political and religious 
leaders had incited rebellion. When’ feder- 
ation came none of the other States would 
have anything to do with her, and he was 
afraid the people of his old State. who were 
running about like sheep without a shep- 
herd, would come out worst.

But he never 
took part in the debates except in behalf 
of some measure which was to him one 
of urgency, and his eloquence was that 
of power, or at most that of authority, 
not that of reason. ‘“‘I am not arguing 
with you; I am telling you,” might al- 
ways have been his motto. The Govern- 
ment had determined upon this measure, 
and the Government knew more about 
the situation than the Legislature. He 
knew more about it than they. The Leg- 
islature often received this kind of allo- 
cution with a meekness that would have 
been impossible “in a country,” to use 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s expression, ‘‘ where 
freedom is indigenous, familiar, and full- 
” and that was surprising even in 
Much of it was doubtless due 
to the personal authority of the orator, 
as a man who had done the State great 
service, and they knew it. They all 
knew that he had conducted Prussia 
from the fourth to the first place in Con- 
tinental Europe. And commonly they let 
him have his way. But his success in 
managing Parliaments no more entitled 
him to be called a Parliamentary states- 
man than a like success of the same kind, 
mainly exemplified in destroying and 
abolishing Parliaments, entitled QLivpR 
CROMWELL to the same distinction. 

But it would be a mistake to infer that 
the change from BIsMARCK to BUELOow, 
from a dictator to a debater, denotes a 
corresponding melioration of German pol- 
itics in the direction of modern and con- 
stitutional standards. In fact, the char- 
acters of the monarchs whom the two 
statesmen have respectively served count 
for much more than the characters of the 
statesmen themselves. While BISMARCK

DR. GRANT TO THE STUDENTS. 

With entire respect for the spirit of his 
criticism of the acceptance of Mr. CaR- 
NEGI£’s libraries, we think that Dr. PER- 
cy GRANT, in his baccalaureate sermon 
on Sunday to the graduating class of 
the College of the City of New York, 
mistakes the nature of that gift and its 
probable effect. 

As we gather from the reports, it is the 
opinion of Dr. Grant that this gift is 
discreditable to the people of the city be- 
cause it is something that ought to be 
provided by the city itself from its own 
revenues, and that it is demoralizing be- 
cause it is one of the manifestations of 
vast wealth which must “ bear down on 
the aspirations of American youth.” This 
raises the question of all such gifts with- 
out regard to their amount. Mr. CARNE- 
Gip’s gift is in the direct line of the like 
gifts to the public of Astor, TILDEN, 
LENox, and Cooper. If his is to be re- 
jected because it ought to have come 
from the taxes, the others are equally 
unworthy of acceptance. Nor does it dif- 
fer in its essential character from those 
provisions for education which are made 
from the contribuffons of considerable 
numbers of individuals, such as have 
made Columbia University possible, for 
instance. Libraries belong in the same 
class as the higher schools and colleges, 
and aid to them is no more an exclusive 
function of the City Treasury than is aid 
to these. Apparently the feature of Mr. 
CARNEGIE’s intended benefaction that 
has impressed Dr. Grant is the large 
sum involved and the great wealth that 
this sum comes from. 

It is from this wealth that he fears ill, 
The fear is not unfownded, but we can- 
not see that there is any greater foun- 
dation for it now than in previous stages 
of the development of our National life. 
Indeed, there is some reason to think 
that there is not at present so much as 
in the past. It is true that the individ- 
ual wealth of the richest Is now larger 
than the wealth of the richest a half 
century since, but it is not greater on 
the scale of the National resources, act- 
ive industries, and commerce. The for- 
tune of Mr. CARNEGIE is not, we should 
Say, more exceptional than was the for- 
tune of Mr. Astor in his time. Each must 
be taken as practically the highest re- 
ward open in the competition which was 
as sharp for the contemporaries of the 
earlier as of the later. There is a gen- 
eral impression ‘that that competition is 
more engrossing and universal as time 
passes. But the impression hardly rests 
on evidence. The multitude of competi- 
tors has increased, no doubt, but so has 
the range of opportunity. In some meas- 
ure the large fortunes of ‘the present day 
may be taken as the indication of the 
greater freedom and the brighter pros- 
pects enjoyed by all. The wealth of to- 
day as compared with the wealth of the 
past is generally the product of brains, 
and there is no such monopoly of brains 
as there was formerly of inheritance. 
The class from which spring the rich 
men of the present in the United States 
is not, and cannot be made, a caste. 

Unquestionably the desire for wealth 
is in some degree demoralizing. The ideal 
of life which Dr. GRANT held up to the 
students he was addressing is a sane and 
noble one: 


Do not forsake the idealistic for the prac- 
tical unadvisedly. And above all things, be 
aristocratic in thought—think the best 
things; be aristocratic in manner—do the 
best things; be aristocratic in speéech— 
speak the best things; but be democratic 
in sympathies—love every fellow-man, no 
matter how humble, and be democratic in 
your services~grasp every opportunity to 
assist your fellows. 


We do not think that it is any harder 
to pursue that ideal to-day because of 
the immense fortunes that to-day may be 
accumulated. On the contrary, we think 
that there never was a time in the his- 
tory of our Republic when a man reso- 
lutely, honestly, and modestly cleaving 
to this ideal was likely more to enjoy 
the respect of his fellows or to find fewer 
obstacles to its realization.

BOERS AND BRITISH. 


One can imagine the disgust and dis- 


*couragement with which the account of 


the latest “‘ Boer victory ’’-has been read 
in England. It was not much of a vic- 
tory. The Boers might win, and: indeed 
they have won, a hundred such in a cam- 
paign which nevertheless turned out a 
disastrous one for them and victorious 
for the invaders. But it is a success of 
the same kind and degree as the British 
successes of which they have been re- 
ceiving the reports and may apparently 
serve as a set-off against any one of 
these. The results of the small fighting 
of the last few weeks seem to be fairly 
even. And this must be intolerable to 
the British. It shows that the war is not 
over. That is the sting of it. It does 
not give any prospect of an end of the 
drain of men and money which the war 
has caused. It is still necessary to keep 
a garrison in the two ex-republics some 
ten times as large as the total number 
of their fighting men, still necessary to go 
on spending two millions sterling a week 
in conquering a country the conquest of 
which is so far from being visibly 
achieved. In two years more English 
money has been sunk in South Africa 
than can possibly be got back, directly 
or indirectly, in two generations. And it 
is made to appear that Great Britain has 
no enterprises on ndha except@m@ the es- 


a 


tablishment of British supremacy in 
South Africa, At least she has left her- 
self without the military means of prose- 
cuting any other for an indefinite time 
to come. 

To point out the extreme badness of 
the situation is unfortunately by no 
means to indicate any mode of extrica- 
tion from it. Neither do the opponents of 
the policy of CHAMBERLAIN and MILNER 
suggest any. Mr. JoHN MoRLEY made a 
very interesting speech to his Scottish 
constituents the other day in which he 
pointed out the blunders of the Ministry 
with great force. When he asked wheth- 
er, when President Krurcer begged for 
some assurance to carry home to his peo- 
ple that their independence would be re- 
spected, Sir ALFRED MILNER would loftily 
have answered, “I am not here to bar- 
gain,” if he had foreseen what was com- 
ing, the question of course answers itself, 
and in a sense most unfavorable.for the 
Ministry. Ryt when it came to prescrib- 
ing remedies, Mr, MORLEY as good as 
said he had none to offer. There are 
some situations, he said, so bad as to be 
irreparable. Apparently this means that 
the Liberals, for whom he speaks, will 
acquiesce in the extinction of these two 
little nationalities as an accomplished 
fact, even though it be not yet accom- 
plished. Something may be done by show- 
ing a conciliatory spirit upon details, 
upon strictly local government, upon ed- 
ucation, upon the use of the Dutch lan- 
guage. But upon the main question of 
ending the war, the Liberals have no 
more to say than the Cortservatives, and 
the Ministry which made the war will 
doubtless have the task of winding it up. 
All Britons and all friends of Great Brit- 
ain must hope for the speediest possible 
ending of it. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE.

The sermon by Dr. Charles. H. Eaton, 
reported in your issue of to-day, affords 
an instance of that bravado spirit of broad- 
ness which makes. thinking men look upon 
religion and its exponents (professional) 
with contempt. ‘“ The only religion worth 
anything is the religion intellectually 
chosen by free and enlightened men and 
women,” says the preacher. Who does 
not know exactly what the free and en- 
lightened intellectual men and women will 
choose if left to themselves? Does intel- 
lectual enlightenment overcome the para- 
mount dictation of human nature—selfish- 
ness? The statementis too absurd, unless we 
gare to assume that selfishness is religion. 

The preacher's assertion as to the Sun- 
day golfers’ nearness to God is, to say 


the least of it, a rash statement without 
a shadow of support, and is characterized 
by an absence of that elementary Chris- 
tian duty of charity which somehow or 
other is so often absent in these “*‘ broad ”’ 
orations. 

No, Sir! Not intellectual choice, nor 
economic arguments, will ever make selfish 
human nature observe Sunday as it should 
be observed, viz., as a day of worship 
first, and of rest or recreation afterward. 
Compulsion is the only remedy. The com- 
pulsion of an awakened conscience, the 
compulsion of an earnést faith, the com- 
pulsion springing from a complete ac- 
knowledgment of God, Almighty and All 
Worshipful. 

Dr. Eaton’s gallery claptra will be 
hailed with enthusiasm by selfish and ir- 
religious men, who can now claim the 
support of a Christian minister in their 
open defiance of Christian custom and 
religious sentiment.

Chilean Claims Commission Has 
Completed Its Work. 


Out of $3,000,000 Asked For, Less Than 
One Per Cent. Is Allowed to 
American Claimants. 


WASHINGTON, June 


17.—The United 
States agd Chilean Claims Commission com- 


pleted its work to-day. The last case to be 
decided was that involving the ‘seizure in 
1891 of the Chilean vessel Itata by the au- 
thorities of the United States on the ground 
that she was carrying a cargo of contra- 
band and arms to Chile. The claim was for 
£44,051, with interest, and was made by the

MR. LOOMIS GOES TO LISBON. 


Transferred from the Venezuelan Mis- 
sion—H. B. Bowen Assigned to 
Caracas—Other Changes. 


" WASHINGTON, June 17.—The following 
changes in diplomatic posts were announced 
to-day: 

.Francis B. Loomis, Minister to Venezuela, 
has been transferred to be Minister to Por- 
tugal, vice John N. Irwin of Iowa resigned. 

Herbert W. Bowen of New York, present 
Minister to Persia, has been transferred to 
Caracas, succeeding Mr. Loomis as Minis- 
ter to Venezuela. 

Lloyd C. Griscom of Pennsylvania, pres- 
ent First Secretary of Legatén at Constan- 
tinople, has been made Minister to Persia. 

Spencer F. Eddy of Illinois, present Sec- 
ond Secretary at Paris, has been made First 
Secretary at Constantinople, to succeed Mr. 
Griscom. 

Arthur Bailly Blanchard of Louisiana has 
been promoted from Third to Second Secre- 
tary at Paris. 

The change, so far as it concerns the 
Venezuelan Minister, is said at the State 
Department to have no particular politieal 


significance. Mr. Loomis goes elsewhere 
than Caracas at his own request and de- 
sire. It is true that the Venezfielan Gey- 
ernment has expressed dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Loomis in more ways than one, but the 
fact that the Minister is not femoved from 
the Diplomatic Service but receives another 
post of equal dignity’ and honor is a mark 
of the esteem of the State Departnient. 
Also, it may be noted, Mr. Bowen, the new 
Minister to Caracas, goes to his post with 
instructions on the same line as those sup- 
plied to Mr. Loomis, which formed the ba- 
sis for his action, so that Mr. Bowen, who 


is a man of great vigor, is likely to follow 
Mr. Loomis’s footsteps in the matter of 
policy. 

By his transfer from Venezuela to Por- 
tugal, Minister Loomis loses $2,500 a year. 
He is now on leave in England. His actual 
rank will be the same, namely, Minister 
Extraordinary and Envoy Plenipotentiary. 

Herbert W. Bowen, who becomes the new 
Minister to Venezuela, has a most credita- 
ble record in the Consular and Dipiomatie 
Service. He became United States Consul 
at Barcelona in 1890 and his office at that 
post was raised to the rank of Consulare 
General five years afterward. Mr. Bowen 
stuck to his post through the exciting 
days preceding the Spanish-American war 
as long as any American could have dune 
safely on Spanish soil. At the conclusion 
of the war he was about to return to his 
old post, but instead was appointed Minister 
Resident and Consul General to Persia. 

Lloyd Griscom has had a short but bhrill- 
jant career as First Secretary of Legation 
at Constantinople. He has discharged the 
full duties ef a Minister at that important 
capital for several years, and if the Amefi- 
can mission claims have been successfully 
adjusted at last a large port of the credit 
belongs to Mr. Griscom. He receives in his 
new capacity a salary of $5,000 a year. He 
is a son of the Prestdent of the American 
Line Steamship Company. 

Spencer Eddy has had experience in dip- 
lomatic life. When Secretary Hay was 
Ambassador to London Mr. Eddy, who was 
a resident of Chicago, became ah honorary 
and personal attaché to, the Ambassador. 
When Mr. Eddy returned with Mr. Hay to 
Washington he was appointed Third Sec- 
retary of Embassy at London in February, 
1899. Four months later he was promoted 
to be Second Secretary of Embassy at 
Paris, where he has achieved great popular- 
ity and discharged a multitude of delicate 
and difficult tasks during the exposition. 

Mr. Blanchard, who becomes the Second 
Secretary to the Embassy at Paris, has 
been in Paris less than one year. He is re- 
pos to ex-Senator Blanchard of Louis- 
ana. 


FREE RURAL POSTAL SERVICE. 


New System to Go Into Effect July 1— 
Conditions of Delivery. 


The new system of free rural mail deliv- 
ery, devised by Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter W. S. Shallenberger, over all “ star 
routes” in States north of North Caroligg 
and east of Ohio, will go into effect on July 
1 next. The ‘star routes” carry mail tg 
and from Post Offices away from the direct 
line of a railroad, and are served by car- 
riers either afoot, on horseback, in wagons, 
or on bicycles, from the nearest railroad 
station. 

The new law prescribes that any person 
along the route covered by the carrier may 
provide a box on the roadside for the recep- 
tion of mail matter addressed to him. He 
must file with the Postmaster at the Post 
Office to which his mail is addressed a re- 
quest in writing for the delivery of his mail 
to the carrier on the route for deposit into 
the mail box provided by him on tha road- 
way. No particular style or design of box is 
prescribed, but it is required that the box 
shall be fitted with a lock and have an 
° waing for the deposit of mail matter, and 
all such mail is deposited at the risk of the 
owner of the box. The carrier is not re- 
quired to collect mail matter from those 
boxes, but if any mail matter is presented 
to him, pP®perly stamped, he is required to 
deliver it for mailing at the next station 
at which he arrives. 

The system has been in operation in 
South Carolina and one or two other 
States, and has been found to work well. 
The increased cost is estimated at about 12 
per cent. on the present cost of mainte- 
nance. There are at present about 5,000 of 
these “‘ star routes’’ in the territory cov- 
ered by the new order, the total distance 
eaverte by these routes being about 50,000 
miles.

ATROCITIES INTHE PHILIPPINES 


Eight Members of a Band of Native As- 
sassins Condemned to Death—Mur- 
der and Kidnapping Frequent. 


WASHINGTON, ‘June 17.—A Philippine 
mail brings to the War Department the 
records in eleven cases wherein Filipinos 
were tried by military commissions on 
charges including the murder, kidnapping, 
assault and battery, burglary, and viola- 
tion of the rules of war. 

An especially notable case arose out of 
the operations of a famous oath-bound 
band of Filipinos called the society of the 
‘‘Sandatahans.”’ The principal officers of 
this society, next to a triumvirate of chiefs, 
are a chief executioner and assistants, and 
a requisite number of grave diggers who 
participate in the self-appointed work of 
the bands. The leaders select their vic- 
tim, capture and carry him away in the 
night to a secret rendezvous on a sandy 
beach covered with very tall grass, where 
the diggers already have prepared the 
grave. Here, in the presence of the assem- 
bled band, helpless men and women from 
time to time have been stabbed to death 
and tossed into the graves. 

The members of the band then disperse 
and trust to the rise and fall of the near-by 
waters to hide the evidences of their ghast- 
ly work. Ten members of the band. includ- 
ing two of the chiefs, were tried before a 
military commission, and eight of them 
were sentenced to be hanged. In approving 
the sentences, Gen. MacArthur says: ‘ To 
the reviewing authority it is evident that 
there can be no hope of peace for the Fili- 
pino people, nor security for their lives and 
property, until they shall learn to unite 
against all bands of murderers and assas- 
sins, under whatever name they shall as- 
sume, and come to the assistance of the of- 
ficers of the law in their determination to 
bring them all to justice.” 

In another case an armed band of about 
twenty-five Filipinos carried away nine of 
the inhabitants of the Barrio of Casantu- 
lacian, and by repeated blows from the 
butts of their, rifles dréve them to the 
Presidencia of Cabaruan. Here all hands 
drank freely of vino, and the prisoners 
were made drunk. Then, according to the 
testimony of two of the prisqners who es- 
caped, the other seven were led off in the 
direction of a grove of trees, where twe 
days later their beheaded bodies were dis- 
covered. The members of the band who 
were captured received sentences of death 
in some cases and imprisonment at hard 
labor for varying terms in others. 

A native named Miranda was tried on 
four charges. A band under his leadership 
ambushed, robbed, and killed two native 
brothers. Later the accused led his band 
against the country house of a native, set 
it afire, looted its contents, and carried off 
into the fields three daughters of the own- 
er, robbing them of their jewelry. Three 
days later his band attacked the town resi- 
dence of the same native and thoroughly 
sacked it. His last crime was the murder 
of a native named Abelino, who frequented 
a gambling house kept by his inamorata, 
for the sole reason that Abelino had not 
paid a gambling debt. Miranda was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

Three natives were tried, charged with 
the murder of Private Henry F. Schafer, 
Company L, Seventeenth Infantry. They 
were sentenced to be hanged, but this was 
commuted by Gen. MacArthur, in the case 
of two of them, to imprisonment for life, 
and in the case of the other oné a term of 
imprisonment for twenty years. 

José Baligod, the Presidente-elect of the 
Pueblo of Tuao, under the system estab- 
lished by the American Government, whiie 
exercising the functions of his office, be- 
came cognizant of the organization of a 
band in a neighboring barrio for the pur- 
pose of attacking the small garrison of 
nineteen American soldiers stationed at 
Tuao. He traitorously co-operated with the 
leader of the band, advised him as to the 
raost auspicious time to make an attack, 
intercepted a messenger sent to warn the 
Americans, and otherwise treacherously 
abused the trust of his office. He was sen- 
tenced to be confined at hard labor for 
twenty years. 


THE SURRENDER OF CAILLES. 


Filipinos Will Come In in Detachments 
—American Deserters in In- 
surgent Ranks. 

MANILA, June 17.—Gen. Sumner has re- 
turned here from Santa Cruz Province, where 
he had been negotiating for the surrender 
of Gen. Cailles. He confirms the dispatch 
of Sunday, June 16, announcing that the 
preliminaries of the surrender of the insur- 
gent leader have been arranged. Cailles is 
collecting his scattered troops. Of these 
147 will surrender Wednesday, and the re- 
mainder will give themselves up next Mon- 

day. 

Cols. Guivara and Infante, the represent- 
atives of Cailles, assured Gen. Sumner that 
Cailles was acting in good faith. Infante 
was previously an irreconcilable, ard, 
though he was the last to advise surrender, 
he told Gen. Sumner of his determination 
to bring in every gun. 2

TRADE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 
Both Imports and Exports Show In- 
crease Over Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—An increase of 
21 per cent. in imports and 49 per cent. in 
exports in thé Philippine commerce is 
shown in a comparatite statement made 
public to-day by the Division of Insular 
Affairs, War Department, setting forth the 


trade returns for the first ten months of* 


1900, as compared with the same period of 
the preceding year. The total value of 
merchandise imported into the Philippines 
from January to November of 1900 was 
$20,143,152, against $16,644,568 for the same 
period of 1899. The value of the exports 
from the Philippines during the 1900 period 
is set d6wn at $19,372,830, against $12,975,- 
605 in 1899. 

The greater .part of the imports came 
from European and Asiatic countries, al- 
though trade with the United States showed 
an increase of $521,367, or 43 per cent. 
Exports to the United States, however, 
showed a falling off of $975,627. The major 
share of the exports was taken by Euro- 
ynean countries. There were no imports of 
gold and silver from the United States, al- 
though during the 1900 period over $3,000 
worth of coin, bullion, and ore was ex- 
ported to this country. 


Ex-Volunteer Becomes a Judge. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Among the ap-

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The Industrial 
Commission has decided to make a general 
inquiry by means of circular letters into 
the charge that exporters of American- 
made goods often sell them for lower prices 
than are obtained for similar goods at 
home, and a resolution was adopted to-day. 
requesting from the business interests of 
the United States ‘‘a full and frank state- 
ment covering the efforts made to extend 
consumption of products to foreign mar- 
ketsg’ 

The Secretary of the commission was in- 
structed to prepare a letter to manufact- 
urers indicating the information desired, 
and asking, araong other questions, wheth- 
er they sell their goods at a lower’ price 
abroad than at home, and, if so, requesting 
them to give reasons for this course. The 
letter also will ask for suggestions for se- 
curing better prices abroad for American 
goods. 


RED HAT FOR MGR. CHAPELLE, 


Papal Legate for the Philippines May 
Become a Cardinal. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—The name of 
Archbishop Chapelle of New Orleans has 
been brought to the attention of the 
Vatican authorities, and to the Pope in 
person, for elevation to the rank of Care 
dinal, because of his services as Papal 
Legate for the Philippines and West Indies, 
Archbishop Chapelle is of French origin, i 
and it is believed that his elevation would 
be looked upon with favor by the French 
authorities. 

in some ecclesiastical quarters it has been 
felt that the Church authority over the 
Philippines, Cuba, and Porto Rico should 
come ‘under the American hierarchy, 
rather than under a Papal Legate, as the 
American Church is better able to co-op- 
erate with the United States Government 
in directing insular affairs. It its under- 
stood this question also has been brought 
to the attention of the Vaticar authorities 
during the visit of Cardinal Gibbons and 
Archbishop Chapelle to Rome. 

During one of the audiences, when the 
elevation of Archbishop Chapelle was 
urged upon the Pope, the latter expressed 
his high regard for the work of the Arch- 
bishop. -. 

It is the intention to bring the matter 
of title of the friars in the Philippines to 
a determination by a trial in the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines. Under present 
conditions there can ,be no appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, but 
such an appeal could be allowed if pro- 


vided for in legislation by the next Con- 
gress.

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CADET SOLDIERS ATTACK 
THE SEVENTH REGIMENT 





Exciting March from Camp Town- 
send to Camp Roe. 





Sham Engagements Between Opposing 
Forces Give Military Movements 
the Appearance of Real War. 





Special to The New York Times. 
CAMP ROE, near Lake Mohegan, June 
17.—The’: corps of cadets of the United 


Biates Military Academy and the Seventh 
Regiment, National Guerd, New York, are 
lying in camp in adjacent fields at Camp 
Roe to-night with only a stone wall between 
them. But earlier in the day, before this 
peace was established between them, the 
sight of either was the occasion for an at- 
tack by the other and the burnfng of much 
gunpowder. 

The Seventh left Camp Townsend at 8:30 
this morning, fully expecting an 
somewhere along the march, for word had 
been received that the enemy (the West 
Point Cadets) had-crossed the river at Gar- 
rison’s and were mo g south with the evi- 
dent inténtion of intercepting the Seventh’s 
column. The advance guard, Consisting of 
Companies D and K, under command of 
Capt. Willard C. Fiske, was cautioned to 
be constantly on the alert, while the rear 
guard, in command of Capt. John A. David- 
son, and made up of Companies I and E, 
were warned to be extremely watchful.

The wagon train, in charge of Quarter- 
master Schuyler, was also heavily con- 
voyed, five men being detailed to each 
wagon. : 

The march proceeded without incident 
until Camp Townsend had been left two 


and a half miles behind. Col. Appleton was 
then walking in rear of the reserves of the 
advance guard, Bugler Willie Allen leading 
the Colonel’s horse a short distance behind 
the supports. Suddenly an orderly dashed 
up, and, saluting, reported: 

“Sir, Col. Kipp presents his compliments 
and says an attack has been made upon 
the wagon train.” 

Col. Appleton hurried back to his horse 
and galloped t@ the rear, and found the at- 
tack had been but a slight brush with the 
enemy. A group of flankers of the rear 
guard had discovered a portion of his forces 
on a hill near Annsville, where the turnpike 
comes down from Garrison's, and deploying 


as skirmishers, had fired several volleys, 
causing him to retreat. This brush, how- 
ever, put the entine column on the alert, 


and the connecting links between the ad- 
Vanee guard and main body, which had 
become somewhat distonnected at that 
time, were brought closer together. 

The portion of road the Seventh had now 
to traverse was particularly hazardous, as 


there was a steep hill on the left and a 
wide creek on the right, with a narrow 
bridge to be crossed, and a hill to be 


climbed just beyond. The road up the hill 
Was a@ cross road, at right angles with the 
main highway from Van Cortlandtville to 
Peekskill, and there was some fear that the 
regiment might be exposed to an enfilade 
fire had the enemy gained the highway in 
advance of the regiment. It was with a 
feeling of relief, therefore, that the advance 
guard found no opposition and no sign of 
the enemy on the highway, but they .+had 
not proceeded along the Van Cortlandtville 
Road 500 yards when one of the advance 
discovered the muzzle of a mountain gun 
rojecting under the foliage of brush that 
ined the road which branches off the main 
highway at Hollman’s house—the old Way- 
side Inn, where André and the guard which 
was taking him to West Point Stopped one 
hundred and twenty years ago. 
RESERVES HURRIED UP. 

The advance guard fired on a cadet near 
the gun and fell back. Immediately the 
reserves were hurried up, and deploying, 
opened fire on the cadet infantry and 
mountain battery. Then there was a merry 
time and a great crackling of musketry, 
unctuated from time to time by_ the 
eavier detonation of the mountain how- 
fitzer in the road. 

The cadets fall back under cover, and a 
flanking party from the reserves of the ad- 
vance guard was sent down along the stone 
wall south of the road, under command of 
Lieut. Thomas Barron. The enemy's po- 
sition being fully developed and flanked, 
Capt. Fiske of the Seventh’s advance 
guard marched down toward the cadets 
waving a white handkerchief. Immediate- 
ly the commanding officer of the cadets 
came forward, and, having greeted Capt. 
Fiske and Col. Appleton. who had also come 
up at this moment, the fighting in the 
front of the line was over. 


Not so, however, with the rear guard, 
which was still down the road on the 
other side of the creek. Shots began to 


ring out from that direction, and then the 
thunder of artillery was heard. They had 


been again attacked. Nothing had been 
seen of the cadets for some time, and it 
was not until the rear guard had crossed 


the bridge at the pump house of the Peeks- 
skill water works that the flankees discov- 
ered them coming over the hill on the other 
side. The reserves were again deployed, 
taking up a position on the main road to 
Peekskill, while the advance and support 
held the road at the pump house. The 
cadets began firing immediately, but for 
some time the rear guard had them at 
long range. A development of the former’s 
forces showed them to be the main body, 
with cavalry and a light battery of artil- 
lery. The latter was at once brought into 
action, and as the Seventh’'s rear guard re- 
tired the cavalry charged. Quickly rallying 
in squads, the Seventh’s guard poured in 
several volleys, and were then ridden down 
by the cavalry, having been sacrificed toe 
save the main body, which was cut off by 
the long wagon train in the rear. 

So the fight ended, but much finer man- 
oeeuvring could have been indulged in had 
the farmers of the country been less hos- 
tile and allowed their fields to be used by 
the troops. As it was, Mr. Hollman wanted 
to know who was responsible for the dam- 
age to his havyfields, through which some 
of the cadets and the Seventh’s advance 
guard had tramped. 


COMPLIMENT TO THE CADETS. 
From the point where the general attack 
Wwas made to Camp Roe the cadets and 
the Seventh moved in. the same column, 
the Seventh leading the way. But when 


the camping grounds were reached at noon 
the Seventh lined up along the roadside 
and presented arms, allowing the cadets to 
pass and enter first—a compliment they 
greatly appreciated. They were allowed to 
take the field occunied by the Eighth 
Regiment last week, while the Seventh 
took the field immediately to the west. As 
the cadets carried shelter tent halves with 
them, their camp was soon established, 
while the Seventh’s tents, the conical wall, 
were speedily in place after the arrival of 
the baggage train. While here the cadets 
will be given every liberty. but the follow- 
ing order, published immediately upon their 
arrival in camp, is expected to be obeyed: 

The commanding officer desires to remind 


cadets that th regulations of the academy re- 
main in force, and while it is his wish that all 
the greatest possible freedom be enjoyed in camp 
consistent with military discipline, he expects 
that temptations to prohibited personal indul- 
gences will be declined in a cheerful spirit of 
obedience to orders rather than with the fear of 
dGetection and punishment.

AMERICA’S RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


Address by Oscar S. Straus at the Cen- 
tennial of the University of Georgia. 
Special to The New York Times. . 


ATHENS, Ga., June 17.—At the celebra- 
tion of the centennial of the University of 
Georgia to-day Oscar 8. Straus delivered 
an address entitled ‘‘An Historical Retro- 
spect, or the Development of Religious 
Liberty in the United States.’’ In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Straus said: 

“If we,.were to single out the men who 
from the beginning of our colonial state 
until the present time have most eminently 
contributed to fostering and securing re- 
ligious freedom, who have made this coun- 
try of ours the haven of refuge from eccle- 
siastical tyranny and persecution, who have 
set an example more pulssant than army or 
navy for freeing the conscience of men 
from civil interference, and have leavened 
the mass of intolerance wherever the name 
of America is known, I would mention first 
the Baptist, Roger Williams, who main- 
tained the. principle that the civil powers 


have no right to meddle tn matters of con- 
science, and who founded a State with that 
pene as its keystone. I would mention, 
second, the Catholic, Lord Baltimore, the 
proprietor of Maryland, to whom belongs 
the credit of having established liberty in 
matters of worship which was second only 
to Rhode Island. I would name, third, the 
Quaker, Penn, whose golden motto was: 
‘We must yield the liberties we demand.’ 
Fourth on the list is Thomas Jefferson, 
that ‘arch infidel,’ as he has been termed 
by some religious writers, who overthrew 
the established church tn his own State, 
and then, with prophetic statesmanship; 
made it impossible for any church to estab- 
lish itself under our National Constitution, 
or in any way to abridge the rights of con- 
science. 

‘*The people in this country, through se- 
vere trials and conflicts, have successfully 
expelled from their civil polity all distine- 
tions of creed and caste, in consonance 
with the great declaration of the men of 
‘76, that all men are created equal. And 
they did this in the face of the Govern- 
ments and the customs of the civilized 
world, at a time when under all forms of 
pee A the relations which men bore to one 
another rested upon distinctions of birth 
and privileges established by law, at a time 
when democracy, such as they organized, 
based upon manhood suffrage, was looked 
upen as the dream of the theorist, suitable 
only to the wild Indian dwelling in pristine 
barbarisrr. 

“On these broad and humane principles, 
and by reason thereof, the American people 
have built up a Nation and achieved a pros- 
perity which outstrips the prophecies of 
America’s most enthusiastic admirers. They 
have done this in the face of ancient and 
hereditary prejudices that were as old and 
as firmly set as the pyramids.” 


REPLIES TO MR. SCHWAB. 


Mr. Glasgow Speaks at Stevens Insti- 
tute Commencement on Technical 
Education—The Graduates. 


Forty young men received diplomas con- 
ferring the degree of Mechanical Engineer 
at the annual commencement exercises of 
Stevens Institute of Technology at the 
Lyric Theatre, Hoboken, last night. Dr. 
Henry Morton, President of the institute, 
presided. In his address of welcome Dr. 
Morton confirmed the announcement of his 
gift of $50,000 to the alumni association for 
the chemical laboratory to be built in the 
Fall. 

The salutatory was delivered by Roy §8. 
Younglove and the valedictory by August 
Siegele, Jr. The address to the graduates 
was made by Arthur G. Glasgow of the 
class of 1885, who incidentally referred to 
the recent utterance of Charles M. Schwab 
on the relation of business and the higher 
education, 

“It is doubtless within your knowledge,” 
said Mr. Glasgow, ‘‘that a prominent 
American manufacturer has recently ex- 
pressed views antagonistic to technical or 
college education, and that these views 
have received widespread comment in the 
technical and daily press. Fortunately for 
industrial America, the public interest 
springs from the current prominence of the 
promulgator, not from sympathy with his 
views. I could give you contrary assurance 
out of my own observations and reference 
both as a collaborator and employer of 
technically trained engineers, but I need 
not-trouble you with individual reference 
when I can refer you to a National demon- 
stration. 

‘“T have witnessed the deep concern with 
which the leaders of thought and state in 
Great Britain have studied the situation 
and the absolute agreement in their diag- 
noses, With one voice they ascribe the sub. 
ordination of British supremacy to Ameri- 
can and German competition to the high- 
est technical knowledge which prevails in 
the two latter countries, whereby craft is 
developed under scientific direction and 
initiative. All agree that the industrial 
salvation of Great Britain lies ‘in higher 
and widespread technical educaton; and re- 
cent military developments compél them to 
apply this conclusion to the arts of both 


peace and war.”’

EXAMINATIONS AT PRINCETON, 


Class of ’05 Likely to be the Largest 
Ever Entering the University. 
Special to The New York Times. \ 


PRINCETON, N. J., June 17.—The reports 


of the university entrance examinations, 


held in various parts of the country on 
Thursday and Friday of last week, are com- 
ing in by every mail. Eleven places have 
been heard from, and these show a total 
gain of eighty-five over the figures of last 
year, and as there are over thirty school 
yet to be heard from, it is probable thac 
the incoming class will number upward of 
500. If the gains are proportional through- 
out the class will be the largest ever en- 
tered. 
“The reports now received show a total 
of 185 in the Academic Department and 
158 in the Scientific Department, against 
155 in the Academic and 103 in the Scien- 
tific Department a year ago. New York 
heads the list of cities with 70 representa- 
tives; Kansas City, Mo., is second, with 
68, and Lawrenceville third, with 51. The 
following are next_in point of numbers: 
Princeton, 38; Princeton Preparatory 
School, 29; Philadelphia, 25; Newark 
Academy, 23; Pittsburg, 17, and Washing- 
ton, 16. . 
Upward of 200\ papers have also come in 
from preparatory schoolboys who took the 
preliminary examinations.

These are quaint 
little old-fashioned looking gowns, with a

Pretty little gowns which please many 


women in warm weather are of swiss, made 


with incrustations of lace and worn over 


slips. of colored silk. These slips are 
caught at the shoulders, but can be de- 
tached, and the same gmuslin gown can be 
worn with different colored slips. 


Elaborate negligees of this kind cost any- 
where from $100 to $175, and less expensive 


garments that women like when it is 
warm are loose jackets of silk mull, satin- 
striped muslin, and the like. These are 
made to vary slightly, but all short and 
simple. They are most attractive in Per- 
sian satin-striped muslin made with cross 
bars of lace insertion. Some have .plaited 
collars and frills around the sleeves, and 
others are embroidered around the edges. 
Some are made with square corners at 
the front and others with round. They are 
French and cost $12.

Pretty| thin petticoats, which are worn 
chiefly with linen pique and other wash 
gowns, are charming. They cost anywhere 
at this time of the year from $4.50 to $8 
and $10. Stripes predominate in them and 
the more delicate colors. A pretty blue 
skirt is striped and the ruffles are finished 
with hemstitching. Many have embroid- 
ered flounces, and others are trimmed 
with lace edges and inserfions. One of 
these latter has a white ground with a 
rather large blue flower with a black cen- 
tre upon it. It has overruffles and under- 
ruffles, frilling out at the lower edge, and 
it does its duty in getting out the flare 
of the outer skirt.

They, 
however, were not as careful, or perhaps 
the second lot of babies were not, and they 
have disposed of it altogether. 





MRS. McKINLEY SEES FRIENDS. 


Has Improved Sufficiently to Receive 
Visitors—The President’s Plans 
for the Summer. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s condition continues to show a steady 
improvement, and she now has progressed 
to the point where her strength permits 
visits from a few friends. 

Dr. Rixey, on leaving the White House, 
shortly after 11 o'clock to-night, said that 
Mrs. McKinley has passed an excellent 
day. She had rested in her easy chair for 
a longer time than usual and was now 
able, he said, to see a few friends for a 
short time each day. He expressed, with 


considerable confidence, the belief that 
Mrs. McKinley will be strong enough to go 
to Canton by July 1. The President will 
accompany her to Canton, where the Mc- 
Kinley home has been made ready to re- 
ceive her. 

How long the President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley will remain in Canton will depend 
upon the benefit Mrs. McKinley re- 
ceives from her stay at her old home. 
After she has been there for some time, 
if the weather is oppressively warm 
and her physician recommends a change, 
the President probably will take her to 
some quiet place in the mountains or at the 
seashore. In any event, when the President 
departs for Canton with Mrs. McKinley, it 
will be to remain away from Washington 
for the remainder of the heated term. He 
might return for a day or two once or twice 
during the Summer, but he will not again 
fane up his abode at the White House until 
"all. 








BERESFORD—MILLER. 


Son of the Late Lord Decies Weds an 
American Girl. 


PROVIDENCE, Ri I., June 17.—Hon. Will- 
iam Arthur Beresford, son of the late Lord 
Decies of England, and Miss Florence 
Miller, daughter of Dr. Gardiner L. Miller 
of this city, were married at noon to-day 
at St. Stephen’s Episcopal Church by the 
Rev. George McClellan Fiske, the pastor.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Col. Montgomery Bryant. 
WICHITA, Kan., June 17.—Col. Mont- 
gomery Bryant, United States Army, re- 
tired, died at his home in this city to-day. 





Montgomery Bryant entered the regular 
army in 1857, being appointed a Second 
Lieutenant in the Sixth Infantry; was pro- 
moted to a First Lieutenancy on May 3, 


1861; to a Captaincy in the Sixth Infantry 
on June 10, 1861, and in December, 1862, 
was brevetted Major for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, Va. He received the regular appoint- 
ment of Major of the Fourteenth Infantry 
on Oct. 7, 1874, was made Lieutenant Colo- 
nel of the Eighth Infantry on June 22, 1882, 
and Colonel of the Thirteenth Infantry on 
Dec. 16, 1888. Col. Bryant was in command 
of the Thirteenth at Fort Sill when, at his 
own request, he was retired on March 1, 
1894, having served in the army more than 
thirty years.

“AMORITA AND QUISSETTA LOST 





Sloop Huguenot Was Disabled by a 
Slight Accident Just Before Start 


of the Races. 





In a race full of flukes and surprises yes- 
terday at the Larchmont Spring Regatta, 
Frederick K. Brewster's new seventy-five- 
foot Elmira came home a win- 
ner by nearly three minutes over H. F. 
Lippitt’s Quissetta, after the latter had 
the race won by good margins. Amorita, 
the Brokaw crack winner of most events 
for her class last season, was third. 

The new fifty-one-footer Huguenot, 
to make her maiden race with the veteran 
Altair, parted her throat halyards when 
heading for the starting line after the sig- 
mal had been given, and had to withdraw. 

When the preparatory signal was hoisted 
at 11:30 o’clock. the tide was flood, a nice 
sailing breeze was blowing from the east, 
not a colud was in the sky. Quissetta was 
first over the line with Amorita a length 
behind, and about three lengths after her 
came Elmira. With the wind east it was 
a beat of six miles east three-quarters 
north to a stakeboat in the middle of the 
Sound. 

Amorita set out at once after her old 
while Elmira split tacks 
with them, and stood toward the Long 
Island shore, and Amorita was pointing 
higher than Quissetta, but the latter boat 
with sheets started began to increase her 
slight lead at the start, and was nearly 
gix minutes ahead of her at the first mark, 
which they turned in the following order: 
Quissetta, Amorita, 12:58:12; El- 
mira, 1:00:00. 

As they rounded everything was set for 
the full run of six miles southwest five- 
eighths west to the second mark of Hemp- 
stead Harbor. Quissetta, however, made 
good weather of it, and rounded the mark 
at 2:02:00, while Elmira had crawled ahead 
of Amorita, and was timed at 2:27:50, while 
lAmorita did the trick at 2:29:45. 

Shortly after rounding, the wind shifted 
to southwest, which made it a broad reach 
of three *miles north-northwest home. 
Quissetta, with her good lead, was weil 
ahead of the other boats, and had run out 
of her wind when the others caught the 
mew breeze. Under this unlooked-for aid 
‘Amorita and Elmira came racing along, 
and caught her, and Elmira, who had set 
her balloon jibtopsail and main topmast 
gstaysail, which the other two did not do, 
crossed the line at 3:14:21, followed by 
Quissetta at 3:15:10, with Amorita thirty 
seconds behind her. After sailing fifteen 


miles only one minute an@ nineteen seconds 
separated the first and last boat. 

In the secona round, which the wind 
shift made a run, a beat, and a broad

As she took the starboard tack in a 
few seconds she crossed the bow of El- 
mina, who was then in a position to clear 


the mark. Instead of going about so as 
to put herself ahead of Elmira she stood 
on unnecessarily. Elmira held her port 


tack for the buoy, which she rounded suc- 
cessfully. Qussetta, returning practically 
from a course she need not have taken, 
found her chance was gone.

ANDERSON IS OPEN CHAMPION. 


He Defeats Alec Smith in the Golf Tie 
by One Stroke.

HAMILTON, Mass., June 17.—Willie An- 
derson won the title to-day of open golf 
champion of the United States for the 
coming year. He beat his rival, Alec 
€mith, who tied with him on Saturday at 
831 strokes for the seventy-two-hole match, 
by 1 stroke in an eighteen-hole round to 
play off the competition. The severe strain 
under which both had been during the last 
three days showed itself in their play, for 
neither played up to his mark of last week, 
Anderson taking 85 and Smith 86. Smith 
bad all the luck on the first nine holes, 
finishing in 40 strokes, to 43 for Anderson. 
The latter's well-known steadiness never 
failed him, and, although he was four 
strokes behind at the tenth hole, he began 


from that time to cut down the lead, and 
cid it in a way that was utterly disconcert- 
ing to Smith’s friends. A fifteen-foot put 
by Anderson at the sixteenth hole made 
the game even for the first time. At the 
fifteenth hole Smith fell down badly, get- 
ting bunkered and needing seven to hole 
out. Anderson won his title on the ver 
last hole. Smith sliced his ball into hi 
rass and then overapproached and tin 
shed his defeat by missing a short put to 
helve. Anderson played perfectly, sending 
his ball dead to the hole in three and was 
down in four.

Apart from the fact that the transpor- 
tativsn companies in most sections of the 
country have for a long time past been 
able to place on record the most gratify- 
ing evidence of the Nation’s growing 
prosperity in the form of increases in 
their gross earnings, security holders 
have also had this progress impressed 
upon them by the way in which they 
have seen their share certificates en- 
hance in value under the stimulus of ex- 
panding profits. Many companies which 
went under in the storm that broke over 
the whole industrial, commercial, and 
financial situation a few years ago have 
now not only their credit restored, but 
are distributing liberal dividends. Oth- 
ers, which were just able to keep their 
heads above water, are swimming along 
with a masterful stroke, while the few 
which were not as greatly embarrassed 
have benefited in quite as marked a de- 
gree from the change which has taken 
place. 

Particularly in net profit making have 
results been conspicuous and notable. 
During the stress of the hard times cor- 
poration officers became alive to the 
fact that there were resources which had 
not been fully tested, and that there were 
means of reducing operating outlays 
without interfering with maintenance or 
improvement work. At the same time, it 
came to be recognized that more im- 
provements and more facilities were re- 
quired and that permanently good re- 
sults could not be obtained without them. 
This led to a policy which enabled Traf- 
fic Managers to increase train loads, and 
to such an extent was it thus found pos- 
sible to economize in the use of equip- 


ment and correspondingly bring down the‘ 


cost of conducting transportation that 
the proportion of working expenses has 
been reduced substantially—the profit 
making element of business being scarce- 
ly less favored by this development than 
by the enormous increase in the volume 
of traffic handled. 

The year 1892 was one of the most 
prosperous years for the railroads priot 
to the panic of 1893, but in that year 
expenses took $4,809 per mile, or 66.67 
per cent. of the gross earnings, which 
averaged $7,213 per mile. By 1895 the 
lowest average was reached—$6,050 per 
mile—and of this as much as $4,083, or 
G7.49 per cent., was absorbed in operating 
the roads. The ratio had in fact been 
on the increase up to 1894, when it stood 
as high as 68.13 per cent. But the poor 
years following brought reforms which 
seem to have needed such a stimulus, 
and the record herewith indicates that 
most satisfactory progress has been 
made, particularly in the past three 
years, the ratio of expenses to earnings 
getting down to 64.62 for 1900, in which 
year gross earnings touched their max- 
imum, $7,776 per mile, and expenses were 
only $5,025 per mile:

As compared with 1895, the average 
gross per mile in 1900 increased $1,726, 
or 28.53 per cent., but expenses increased 
cnly $942, or 23.07 per cent. 

The important point is that while so 
much has been taken from the expense 
ratio, and that while expenses bear a 
smaller relation than ever to gross earn- 
ings, (which, by the way, do not reflect 
to the full the growth in traffic, this 
having been subject’ to a fall in rates,) 
the railroad properties of the country 
have benefited by material improve- 
ments. Actual raising of physical condi- 
tion has, in fact, been a marked feature

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tion industry. It is a feature which com- 
mands and obtains recognition from. all 
thoughtful people in estimates put upon 
railroad securities. Prices are to a cer- 
tain extent regulated by dividends, but 
prices. can never ignore equity in prop- 
erty, which is naturally of greater value 
as physical standard improves. North- 
western and Lake Shore would not be 
selling at from 200 to 230 on dividends 
alone. Millions of dollars put into main- 
tenance and improvements account for 
much of the price at which such stocks 
sell, hence it must interest every pur- 
chaser of railroad securities to know 
what the trend of events has been. 

As to individual properties, informa- 
tion is to be had for a more recent period 
than for the railroad system at large. 
Examination into the latter as far as 
obtainable, however, throws a _ bright 
light on the side of railroad progress re- 
ferred to, and as later developments have 
been more pronounced than those whitch 
it is possible to show in exact detail, it 
is fair to assume that changes. have ‘been 
as remarkable with regard to the prop- 
erty standard as they have been with re- 
gard to earnings and profit-making pow- 
er. Taken alone, either would be com- 
paratively unsatisfactory. Improved 
roadway and equipment, for example, 
would hardly meet: with the approval of 
stockholders deprived of returns~ upon 
their investment, while it admits of nd 
question that matters might easily be 
worse were it possible to show that un- 
paralleled profits came about as the re- 
sult of pressure upon maintenance of 
property. Parsimony in this respect 
could, of course, be made to cover up 
lack of proper methods used in handling 
traffic, the extra cost for which (being 
Squeezed out by neglect of repairs and 
renewals) would be unobservable except 
upon analysis of especial statements sub- 
mitted in reference thereto. 

But what is to be found? First is that 
between 1895 and 1899—in only four 
years—lumping all the railroad business 
together, there was an increase of 40,- 
$43,000,000 in passenger and ton miles, 
the equivalent of 22 per cent., on an in- 
crease of 514 per cent. in mileage op- 
erated. 

So much for the traffic, which might, 
as suggested, show even a greater corre- 
sponding expansion in cost of conducting 
transportation. These, however, are the 
round figures for the latter: $431,000,000 
for 1895 and $486,000,000 for 1899, an in- 
crease of $55,000,000, or only 12.7 per 
cent. 

In aggregate expenses there was an in- 
crease of $131,000,000, and as- general 
and miscellaneous disbursements varied 
only a trifle, it is obvious that property 
maintenance got the bulk of the addition 
of outlays—that property improvement 
has really been the feature of recent 
progress, demonstrated by the following 
available figures:

This exhibit shows that in the four- 
year period maintenance of way secured 
an increased outlay of $36,500,000, or 25.3 
per cent., and maintenance of equipment 
an increase of $37,000,000, or 32.6 per 
cent. Combining the items indicates that 
$331,000,000 in 1899 took the place of 
$257,500,000 in 1895, and it proves that, 
on the whole, roadway and rolling stock 
got the benefit of expenditures in- 
creased by $73,500,000, or 28.5 per cent. 
Thus better roads and improved equip- 
ment have made possible the larger train 
loads and other producers of economy in 
transportation cost, while a policy of 
parsimony and neglect would have in- 
volved heavier expense in a department 
which would have no gain whatever to 
show. 

From this review of statistical facts, 
and with knowledge that progress in the 
late year has been even more marked 
along these gratifying lines, it is easy to 
see how the whole range of conditions 
has changed for the better with regard 
to the country’s great and chiefest in- 
dustry, that of transporting the people 
and their commodities. 


MARKET MOVEMENTS. 


In many respects yesterday's stock mar- 
ket was highly suggestive of the buoyant 
markets seen almost daily following Mr. 
McKinley's election up to the time when, 
because of untoward circumstances, hav- 
ing nothing whatever to do with underly- 
ing conditions, the panic was precipitated. 
Prices opened up with a rush on-very 
heavy dealings, just as they were wont 
to do, went still higher in the first hour 
of trading, and then sagged off somewhat, 
only later in the majority of cases to go 
sti!l higher under the impetus of fresh 
buying orders put into the market by 
what were apparently among the largest 
financial institutions in the Street. Only 
in one respect did the market differ from 
that which preceded the collapse, namely, 
in the fact that whereas, before May 10 
the public was avery considerable factor 
in the trading, yesterday there was little 
or no public in evidence. The buying, in 
other words, was’ for the most part by 
what the Street designates as “ insiders”’ 
or for investment account. Outsiders, it 
would appear, are waiting such time as 
the market settles down and prices assume 
what seems to be a definite trend. Hence, 
probatly, is explained the easy recovery 
of quotations after the decline from the 
early rise* little profit-taking having to 
be resisted. And hence, also, such finally 
recorded substantial net gains as the fol- 
lowing: Amalgamated Copper, 6%; Amer- 
ican Cotton Oil, 344; Atchison, 1%; Atchison 
preferred, 1; Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burg preferred, 3; St. Paul, 1%; Colorado 
Fuel, 2%; Delaware and udson, 14%; 
Lackawanna, 14; Erie first preferred, 1%; 
Wisconsin Central, 1%; Tennessee Coal, 4%; 


Republic Iron and Steel, 24; Nickel Plate, 
2, and North American, 4%. On the other 
hand, the only conspicuous stocks to show 
declines of a point or more were the 
tobacco shares, Chicago Great Western 
shares, and New York Air Brake. 
Considering the developments of the day 
this showing is in the financial district 
regarded as not in the least surprising. 
Generally, the day’s devélopments were 
more than favorable; they were exception- 
ally so.

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CRAND JURY INDICTS 
WARDMAN BISSERT 


District Attorney’s Action Sur- 
prises Accused Policeman. 


Case Removed from Magistrate Mayo’s 
Court — Bissert’s Counsel Makes 


Charges of Conspiracy. 


District Attorney Philbin sprang a sur- 
prise on Capt. Diamond’s wardman, Bis- 
sert, charged by Lena Schmitt with levy- 
ing blackmail yesterday, when the police- 
man was arraigned for examination before 
Magistrate Mayo in the Yorkville Police 
Court. 

Bissert was in court with Capt. Diamond 
and his lawyer, Frederick B. House, when, 
to the amazement of all three and also to 
the surprise of Magistrate Mayo, Deputy 
Assistant District Attorney Gans entered 
and said that Bissert had just been indicted 
by the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Gans had asked Magistrate Mayo to 
hear the case, after Justice Jerome, who 
issued the warrant for Bissert’s arrest, had 
stated that he deemed it more advisable 
for some other Magistrate to hear the evi- 
dence, as the charge of prejudice might be 
brought against him. A hearing was set 
before Magistrate Mayo for last Friday. On 
that day the stenographer of the Yorkville 
Court had a day off, and the hearing went 
over until yesterday. 

Mr. House had all his witnesses in court 
yesterday ready to go on with the examina- 
tion. Lena Schmitt, the complainant, was 
not present. She charges that Bissert re- 
ceived $500 from her in September last and 
has received $50'a month each month since 
for ‘‘ protecting ’’ her resort at 27 Stuyve- 
sant Street. This place has been raided 
three times by Capt. Diamond, and two 
charges are now pending against the 
Schmitt woman in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. Her corroborating witness, Minna 


Kurtz, is also under bail, to appear for trial 
in the same court on the same charge. 

Mr. Gans’s announcement came like a 
bombshell to Bissert and to Mr. House. 
They looked at each other in amazement. 
Magistrate Mayo appeared astonished also. 
Capt. Diamond could scarcely restrain his 
rage. 

“Sergt. McNaught is here, and has a 
bench warrant for the prisoner,’’ added Mr. 
Gans. = 

‘TI have no other alternative, then, but to 
discontinue the proceedings,’’ remarked 
Magistrate Mayo, coldly. 

“This is most unusual,’’ spoke up Mr. 
House, recovering his voice. ** The conduct 
of the District Attorney is unwarranted. 
This defendant has not had a proper oppor- 
tunity to face his accusers or to cross-ex- 
amine them, as he had a right to do. I 
think this proceeding shameful.”’ 

“The District Attorney is grateful to 
your Honor for indulging us as long as you 
have in this case,’’ said Mr. Gans, calmly. 
“T thought it better to facilitate the prog- 
ress of this matter by taking it before the 
Grand Jury immediately. As I said before, 
the warrant for his arrest is now in the 
hands of the lawful officer.”’ 

“It is a shame to lock this man up,” 
broke in Mr. House, getting angry. ‘* He 
has been released once on $2,500 bail. You 
had a right to do as you did, of course, Mr. 
Gans, but I do not-consider it at all fair to 
this defendant. Every man has a right to 
face his accusers. This right has been de- 
nied my client.’’ 

‘*T am ousted completely so far as the 
ease is concerned,”’ said Magistrate Mayo. 

“This is done simply to humiliate this 
officer,’’ continued Mr. House hotly. “I 
know it is the purpose of Justice Jerome to 
send this man —— the Bridge of Sighs, 
right or wrong. He would admit him to 
bail only after long argument. If I had 
been the District Attorney I would not 
have been afraid to bring this case before 
you or any other Magistrate and have the 


witnesses heard, instead of going about the | 


matter in this peculiar way.”’ 

“You had an opportunity to go into this 
case,"’ observed Mr. Gans. 

‘It is not our fault that this case has 
been prolonged,’’ retorted Mr. House. ‘‘ We 
could not help the fact that the stenogra- 
phe? wasn't here Friday or that Saturday 
was a half holiday or that Sunday was out 
of the question. We are ready to go on.” 

‘] have nothing to do with this case any 
further,’ said Magistrate Mayo, decisively. 

Capt. Diamond, who had been on the 
verge of an explosion for some time, now 
broke out: 

“This is nothing but a conspiracy against 
a public officer. I am surprised that 
public official could indulge in such a 
filthy business.”’ 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney Gans 
ignored this remark, and Sergt. McNaught 
again arrested Bissert.' The absence of 
Mrs. Schmitt and other witnesses for the 
prosecution caused Mr. House to say that 
the whole matter was preconcerted. 

Bissert was taken to the Criminal Courts 
Building and arraigned before Judge Cow- 
ing in Generali Sessions. Bail was fixed at 
$2,500, and Frederick Stolzenberg of 222 
East Tenth Street, the former bondsman, 
was accepted as surety. 

“The proceeding was quite unfair,”’ said 
Mr. House, later. ‘‘ We were ready to go 
on. Our witnesses were there. Mr. Gans 
himself had asked the Magistrate to hold 
the examination. I cannot understand w! 
when he was arraigned for examination, 
they should go ahead and indict my client. 
J don’t appreciate it at all, and naturally 
was amnoyed when Mr. Gans broke it to us 
so gently. We were seeking no delay. I 
never knew such a thing to happen before. 
Ve have a right to know what we are 
charged with. Nevertheless, I believe that 
aes will, in spite of all this, be acquit- 
ted.”’ 

District Attorney Philbin left for Sea- 
bright at 4 o’clock and would not discuss 
the case. ie aed 


LEGAL NOTES. 


AUTHORITY OF BANK CASHIER TO EMPLOY 
CLERKsS.—When in May, 1898, the check 
clerk of the Irving National Bank was pro- 
moted to the position of bookkeeper, the 
eashier said to Albert Meislahn, Jr., an as- 
sistant check clerk, ‘‘ We want you to take 
charge of the desk.’’ Before accepting the 
new responsibility, Meislahn asked about 
the salary, and the cashier replied that that 
would be made satisfactory the first of the 
year. Relying upon this assurance, the as- 
sistant became the check clerk. His salary, 
howcver, was not increased as promised, 
and he again asked about it, and was again 
assured by the cashier that all would be 
right when July 1 came around. Meislahn’'s 
salary was then fixed at $900 a year, but 
as no back pay was forthcoming he asked 


the cashier about it, and was told tc. see 
the Picsident. THe latter gave him noggat- 
isfaction, and Meislahn resigned his fosi- 
tion. He breught suit to recover on a 
quantum meruit for back pay, showing on 
the trial that his predecessor received 
$1,500 a year. 

A judgment for the plaintiff has been af- 
firmed by the Appellate Division in this 
city. The Court holds, by Justice McLaugh- 
lin, that the cashier presumably had au- 
thority to make the representations he did, 
and was clothed with apparent authority 
to employ clerks. ‘* The jury,” says Jus- 
tice McLaughlin, ‘‘ were justified in find- 
ing that plaintiff remained in the emplo 
of the defendant in the expectation that it 
would perform the agreement of its cashier 
fixing a salary that would be satisfactory 
to him. No salary having been fixed dur- 
ing these thirteen months, and the salary 
fixed at the expiration of that period not 
having been satisfactory to him, he was at 
liberty to decline to remain longer in the 
employ of the defendant and to redover 
what his past services were reasonably 
worth.”’

STOLE TEA; POLICE LOOKED ON 


Thieves Removed 500 Chests—Patrol- 


man Thought They Were Employes. 


The storehouse of Benjamin,J. Hill, a 
wealthy tea deaier, in Metropolitan Ave- 
nue, near Berry Street, Williamsburg, was 
robbed of nearly 500 chests of tea—all the 
tea in the place—early yesterday morning, 
while a policeman of the Bedford Avenue 
Station looked on believing the thieves to 
be employes of the establishment. 

The robbery was discovered by Frank 
McMullen, a clerk, whtn he appeared at 
Mr. Hill’s office back of the storehouse in 
North First Street. The front door was 
found to have been forced open with a 


jimmy. McMullen made a hasty examina- 
tion, and when he reached the third and 
fourth floors he found that every chest of 
tea had been stolen. The burglars had 
used the elevator in lowering their plunder 
to the ground floor, and it was then carried 
out of the Metropolitan Avenue entrance 
and placed on four double trucks. 

As soon as the robbery had been reported 
to the Bedford Avenue Police Station Capt. 
Martin Short sent for Policeman Richard 
Owens, who had been on that post between 
12 Piclogkemildnight and 6 A. M. Owens 
hurried to the station house and when ques- 
tioned told Capt. Short that he had passed 
the storehouse about 4 o’clock and saw two 
men wearing aprons and caps lugging out 
chests of tea and putting them on the 
trucks. The men, he said, greeted him and 
told him that they were going to have a 
hard day’s work before them. 

“I thought,” continued Owens, “‘ that the 
men were employes and that it was all 
right. I passed on, but I felt strange about 
it and returned later and took the names 
on all the wagons. The name was Charles 
L. Allen of 368 Lexington Avenue, Brook- 

nn” 


With this information Capt. Short and 
two detectives hurried to the Lexington 
Avenue house. There they learned that 
Mr. Allen had been called upon Sunday by 
two well-dressed men who asked that four 
trucks be sent to the storehouse at 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning in order to remove some 
chests of tea. The police then traced the 
tea to a warehouse at 12 State Street, re- 
covering all the stolen property. 

», J. Gallaghan, the owner of the ware- 
house where the tea was found, was ar- 
rested, but he denied that he knew any- 
thing about the theft, and said he had sim- 
ply taken the goods in storage in the reg- 
ular course of business. Late in the after- 
noon Allen, the truckman, was called up 
on the telephone by one of the men, who 
asked him whether the coast was clear, 
saying that if it was he would come over 
and pay him for the cartage. Allen said 
everything was all right, and then notified 
the police. 

Capt. Short _and two men went to the 
truckman’s office and caught the thief 
as he entered. He made a hard fight, but 
he was overpowered and locked up. He 
gave his name as Herbert Le Clair, alias 
Herbert Davis, of 326 Bowery. 


WATCHMAN KILLS A BOY. 


Says He Fired at Random, Believing a 
Theft Was Being Committed. 
Robert Becker, a private watchman em- 
ployed by the Shore Railroad, in Hoboken, 
shot and instantly killed a boy about 
eighteen years old last night. The boy’s 

identity has not yet been established. 

For some time past the Shore Road has 
been suffering from thefts of brass jour- 
nals and other train fittings. Twenty days 
ago Becker, who is a chance man on the 
Weehawken police force, was employed as 
watchman to guard against these thefts. 
Becker’s story of the affair is that while 
he was on guard last night he saw some 
one working about the cars, and ordered 
him to come out. The boy not only re- 
fused, but began to bombard him with 
stones. He then drew his revolver and 
fired. He says he fired at random, and did 
not know exactly where the boy was. The 
bullet entered just under the left eye, and 
emerged at the top of the head. 

Becker is locked up in the Second Pre- 
cinct Station House, in Hoboken. 


VERDICT OF $17,500 FOR INJURIES. 


Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company 
Ordered to Pay It to Miss Bennett. 
A verdict for $17,500 was awarded in 

the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 

to Miss Julia C. Bennett of Bay Ridge, in 
her suit against the Brooklyn Heights 

Railroad Company to recover $50,000 dam- 

ages for personal injuries. 

Miss Bennett, who is twenty-three years 
old, was known among her friends as an 
all-reund girl athlete. In the: trial of the 
suit it was alleged that as a result of 
her injuries her health had been ruined. 
She was a passenger on a car of the com- 
pary on Sept. 11, 1899, which collided with 
another car. It was alleged that Miss 
Bennett’s right leg was injured; that her 
sight and hearing were impaired, and that 
the right side of her body was afflicted 
with traumatic paralysis. 

A motion to set aside the verdict as ex- 
cessive was held until to-day. 


WIDOW RECOVERS $12,500,

Result of Mrs. Hoey’s Suit Against the 
Metropolitan Road. 

Mrs. Kate V. Hoey, the widow of James 
J. Hoey, who died in September last of 
hasty consumption, has recovered a ver- 
dict for $12,500 damages in an action 
brought by her against the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, in which she 
claimed $25,000 dameges on the ground 
that Hoey’s death was the result of injuries 


received by him in a collision between a 
cable car operated by the defendant com- 
any and a horse car belonging to the 
ry Dock, East Broadway and Battery 
Company, which occurred on Dec. 11, 1899, 
at West Broadway and North Moore Street. 
The defense set up by the railway com- 
pany was that Hoey was suffering from 
tubereulosis when the accident happened, 
and that the collision was in no way re- 
sponsible for his death nine months after- 
ward. 

The jury found for the plaintiff, holding 
that her husband had not the disease at 
the time he met with the accident.

DR. KENNEDY MAY GO FREE 


District Attorney Philbin Will Give 
a Decision in the Case To-day. 


Lawyer Moore Does Not Believe There 
Will Be a Fourth Trial — Mr. 
Osborne’s Position. 


Freedcm or a fourth trial for Samuel J. 
Kennedy, once convicted cf murdering h'm- 
cline C. Reynolds, three years ago, now 
depends upon the decision of District At- 
torney Philbin. The District Attorney, 
after a conference with Lawyers Moore 
and Cantwell yesterday, announced that 
he would make known his decision in the 
matter to-day, after he conferred with 
Judge Newburger, who was out of town 
yesterday. 

Mr. Philbin requested Mr. Moore to say 
nothing concerning the result of the con- 
ference. On this account Mr. Moore would 
not talk for publication, 

“Are you still hopeful?’’ he was asked. 

‘‘ Well, the situation is about the same,” 
he replied, ‘‘ but I don’t see how they can 
put Kennedy on trial for fhe fourth time 
in view of the previous trials. After the 
first verdict of guilty was reversed by 
the Court of Apptals, the second jury stood 
eleven to one for acquittal. The fact that 
the third jury stood eight to four for ac- 
quittal also should have some weight.’ 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne was 
not present at this conference. Mr. Moore 
told the District Attcrney that he would 
like to have him move for the dismissal of 
the indictment against Kennedy, or at 
least to have him discharged upon his 
own recognizance. In the event of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s decision that Kennedy 
should be tried again, Mr. Moore will him- 


| self make the motion for dismissal. Should 


this be denied, Mr. Moore will ask that the 
prisoner, who-has for three years been in 
the Tombs, except while in the Sing Sing 
aeath chamber, be released on nominal 
bail pending a fourth prosecution. 

The general impression yesterday was 
that District Attorney Philbin would not 
oppose a motion to discharge the prisoner 
upon his own recognizance. Should this 
be done, the prisoner might be rearrested 
at any time and iried again, should cir- 
cumstances warrant. The fact that Mr. 
Philbin said that the question of expense 
for a fourth trial would be taken into con- 
sideration in deciding whether or not a 
fourth trial would be held, led many to 
think that he would not-again prosecute 
Kennedy. * 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne was 
keenly disappointed at the jury’s failure 
to agree upon a verdict. Mr. Osbétne is 
firmly convinced cf Kennedy's guilt, and 
Was at a loss to se¢ how the jury failed to 
find him guilty. 

‘“* Meaning no reflection upon Mr. Moore,”’ 
said Mr. Osborne, ‘‘as he did his best for 
his client, I must say that the verdict 
seems to me a triumph for crime, fraud, 
and chicanery. When witnesses drop from 
the skies to testify to an alibi after the 
lapse of three years, it is, tc say the least, 
a little suspicious. I am not simply of the 
opinion that Kennedy murdered Emeline 
Reynolds. I know it. I bear him individ- 
ually no ill-will, and I did not initiate the 
proceedings against him, but officially I 
know that he killed this girl.” 

One of the members of the District At- 
torney’s staff stated that but for the po- 
sition of Juror Theodore Weed, who occu- 
pled the sixth seat in the jury box, a ver- 
dict would have been returned against 
Kennedy for some degree, of crime. Mr. 
Weed, according to this assistant, consti- 
tuted himself the defendant's counsel in 
the jury room, and would yield to no other 
verdict save acquittal. That the jury de- 
sired to acquit,_was also believed by this 
official. . 

“The State was ‘up against’ the great- 
est of all obstacles in the prosecution of 
criminals,’’ said he, ‘‘ the obstacle of senti- 
ment. Also in those jurors’ minds the three 
years that have \elapsed and the three 
trials that Kennedy has gone through, with 
one reversal of a conviction by the Court 
of Appeals, was to them as the statute of 
limitations, and they almost hunted, some 
of them, for reasons for acquittal.” 

Kennedy, when seen in the Tombs, was 
cheerful, as he was during his trial. 

“T am naturally somewhat disappointed 
at the result,” said he, ‘‘ though the fact 
that the majority favored my acquittal 
takes away a part of the regret. felt- 
from the first that the foreman was 
against me. My wife was not in court 
when he was selected. She didn’t believe 
he favored me as soon as she saw him, 
and her view proved to be correct.” 

Mrs. Kennedy visited her husband in the 
prison during the day. 


COST OF THE KENNEDY TRIALS, 


County Expends Nearly $100,000 in Ef. 
fort to Convict the Dentist. 


The cost of the prosecutions of Samuel J. 
Kennedy will come very close to $100,000, 
Exact figures are unattainable just now 
from the District Attorney’s office, but it 
has been figured out in detail that this 
amount is a very fair estimate. If any- 
thing, the actual amount will exceed this. 
Including the salaries of the Judge, the 
District Attorneys, subpoena servers, de- 
tetives, witnesses, and jurors, and also the 
handwriting experts in the first trial, the 
cost of the first prosecution befpre Justice 
Williams was about $15,000. The second 
trial is estimated to have put the county to 
an expense of fully $25,000. A good portion 
of this amount went to handwriting ex- 
perts, although they were not allowed to 
testify by Justice Fursmdn.

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SEARCH FOR BODIES ENDED 


All Efforts Now Centred in the 
Raising of the Northfield. 


Commissioner Murphy Issues an Order 
for the Inspection of Ferryboats 
by the Police. 


Divers worked a]] day yesterday at™the 
hull of the wrecked ferryboat Northfield, 
but no more bodies were found. The men 
were ordered early in the day to discon- 
tinue the search for bodies, as the swift 
currents caused by the tides where the 
wrecked hulk lies make a_ systematic 
search impossible. Whatever is inside the 
vessel is moved about continually from 
place to place by the waters. Therefore it 
was decided to centre all energy in the 
raising of the boat. When thts is done the 
bodies supposed still to be in the cabins of 
the wreck can be removed. 

Yesterday the divers were kept busy 
fastening immense chains‘about the boat 
to give the derricks a hold. This work is 
troublesome, as the tide is swift and the 
water is so muddy at that point that the 
men below cannot see, but depend only 
upon touch. The Chapman wreckers said 
yesterday that it was hardly possible that 
the wreck could be raised before next 


Thursday. 

The huge derrick Monarch, the largest 
floating derrick in the world, and one of 
the derricks used in the vain effort to float 
the bditléship Maine in Havana Harbor, 
lay beside the Northfield all day yesterday. 
Only one truck and several sets of harness 
were recovered, it. being mecessary to re- 
move them, as they were in the way of the 
men working below. 

Capt. Griffin, the pilot of the Mauch 
Chunk, which ran into the Northfield, will 
resume “his work on the same boat this 
morning. Superintendent Perry of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad ferryboat fleet 
called yesterday in this city and announced 
that until an examination proved that Capt. 
Griffin was at fault in the manoeuvring 
which caused the collision, he would remain 


in the employ of the company. Until the 
blame for the casualty has been fixed 
neither of the pilots will be suspended. 

The Easton, a ferryboat of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, and a sister boat 
to the Mauch Chunk, when she attempted 
to make her slip at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning almost caused the same kind of 
an accident as that between the Northfield 
and the Mauch Chunk. The strong flood 
tide which was running carried the boat 

ast the entrance to the ae. and forced 
oor across the slip of the Staten Island 
Ferry. The Westfield of that line was just 
ready to leave her slip, but she did not 
start. The Easton backed off toward Gov- 
ernors Island and made another run for 
the slip, which was successful@ Severai 
tugs hustled up to the scene, and this at- 
tracted the attention of everybody in the 
vicinity. There were a number of pas- 
sengers on the Haston, but they betrayed 
no excitement. The incident was over 
quicsey. and the Westfield left with but 
ten minutes’ delay. 

Police Commissioner Murphy yesterda 
issued an order to those precinct command- 
ers who have jurisdiction over ferryboats 
and other passenger craft docking in this 
city for an inspection of all boats. This 
order refers to Capts. Herlihy and Smith, 
and calls for an investigation as to the sup- 

lies of life preservers and other life-sav- 
me devices, their condition, and accessi- 

lity. 

The Commissioner said that the recent 
accident to the Northfield had been the 
cause of the issuance of this order. He 
said that, according to the pawepspers, the 
life preservers in the Northfield were 
fastened to the ceiling, and one had to be 
a high jumper to get them. If this was the 
case on other boats, it was going to be bet- 
tered or he would know the reason why. 

Ferryboat men who were seen yesterday 
said that regular inspections are made by 
the United States Board of Local Steam- 
boat Inspectors of all passenger boats in 
the harbor and river. It was said that 
every life preserver must be in its proper 
position, else the Inspectors will not re- 
port favorably to the board. The old boat- 
men on the North and East Rivers con- 
sidered Commissioner Murphy’s order ab- 
surd. Capts. Smith and Herlihy refused to 
discuss the order. 

At the offices of the Staten Island Ferry 
Company at the Battery the officials were 
reluctant to talk of Commissioner Murphy's 
order. They inferred, however, that the 
Pofce Department was going beyond its 
jurisdiction in issuing such an order. When 
Capt. Peter C. Petrie, in‘charge of the 
office of the United States Board of Steam- 
boat Inspectors, was notified of the order 
ienane by Police Commissioner Murphy, he 
said: 

“We have nothing to bo with the police, 
and have had no communication with them. 
What we have to do is to inspect ever 
passenger vessel, ferryboat, or other a t 
carrying passengers, and see that the laws 
nited States Government are com- 
pee xi At the last inspection of the 

orthfield the eos number of life pre- 
servers was found, and they were disposed 
oy the boat in accordance with the rules 
of the Governmeyt. The investigation into 
the uses of the collision between the 
Northfield and the Mauch Chunk will not 
a os until after ‘the Northfield is 
raised.”’ 

Sergt. Imhoff of the Engineer Corps at 
Willets Point, Long Island, who was 
thought to have perished in the cgllision, 
is said to be wafo. A waiter in Fajan’s 
café, at 8 South Street, said last night that 
Imhoff was in the café yesterday after- 
noon.
